Sections twenty-two and twenty-three of chapter fifty of 
the Public Statutes, in relation to sidewalks, are as follows, 
to wit: — 


Sxcor. 22. In cities in which the city council, and in towns in which the 
inhabitants at an annual meeting, have adopted the provisions of chapter 
three hundred and three of the statutes of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, and of chapter one hundred and seven of the statutes of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, or of this and the following sec- 
_ tion, the mayor and aldermen, or the selectmen or road commissioners, may 
grade and construct sidewalks and complete partially constructed sidewalks, 
in any street, as the public convenience may require, with or without edge- 
stones; and may cover the same with brick, flat stones, concrete, gravel, or 
other appropriate material; and may assess not exceeding one-balf of the 
expense proportionally upon the abutters on such sidewalks; but no abutter 
shall be assessed a sum exceeding one per cent of the valuation of his abut- 
ting estate as fixed by the last preceding annual assessment for taxes; and 
all assessmetits so made shall constitute a Jien upon the abutting land, and 
be collected in the same manner as taxes on real estate. The mayor 
‘and aldermen, selectmen or road commissioners, shall deduct from the 
‘assessment for sidewalks-so constructed with edgestones and covered any 
sum previously assessed upon the abutting premises, and paid for the ex- 
pense of the construction of such sidewalk in any other manner; such 
deduction shall be made proportionally from the assessments upon abutters, 
who are owners of estates in respect of which such former assessments 
were paid. Such sidewalks, when so constructed and covered, shall be 
maintained at the expense of such city or town. 

Secr. 23. In estimating the damage sustained by the construction of 
sidewalks under the preceding section, there shall be allowed, by way of 
set-off, the benefit, if any, to the property of the party by reason thereof. 


On motion of Hon. William Aspinwall, it was — - 


Voted, That it is the opinion of the town that the sidewalks, being 
necessary for the foot-travel of the public, ought to be paid for by the pub- 
lic funds; and that the Selectmen ought not to assess upon the abutters any 
part of the expense of grading, constructing, and completing sidewalks, in 
conformity with said sections, except in cases where the abuttors receive a 
greater benefit from the sidewalk than the public; this vote shall be consid- 
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ered a standing vote of the town, and shall be considered as expressing the 
opinion of the town to all future boards of Selectmen, until changed by 
vote of the town.

Perambulation of Boundary Lines between Boston and 
Brookline, May 26, 1886. 


The undersigned, Thomas W. Davis, City Surveyor, and 
Augustus N. Sampson, City Clerk, authorized substitutes, 
respectively, by and for James G. Freeman and Samuel J. 
Capen, aldermen, thereto duly authorized by the Board of 
Aldermen of the city of Boston, and Francis W. Lawrence, 
selectman, and Alexis H. French, acting engineer of the town 
of Brookline, thereto duly authorized by the Board of Select- 
men of the town of Brookline, met on the twenty-sixth day 
of May, A.D. 1886, and examined the lines and established 
the boundary marks between the said city and town, which 
are described as follows : — 


BOUNDARY LINES BETWEEN BOSTON AND BROOKLINE. 


Beginning at a stone monument marked BO., BR., and N., standing near 
and south-eastwardly of the Newton Highlands branch of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, and south-westwardly of Reservoir Lane (so-called), said 
monument forming the junction-point of the boundary lines between the 
cities of Boston and Newton and the town of Brookline; thence running in 
a north-easterly direction, crossing the said railroad obliquely, to astone mon- 
ument marked BO. and BR. standing on the south-westerly side of Chest- 
nut-hill Avenue, on the division line between land of the city of Boston and 
land now or formerly of Jeremiah Mains; thence continuing north-eastward- 
ly, crossing said Chestnut-hill Avenue, and also crossing Beacon Street, and 
running through a stone monument marked BO. and BR. standing on the 
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southerly side of said Beacon Street to a stone monument marked BO. and 
BR. standing near the corner of a stone wall on land now or formerly - 
belonging to the Beacon Street Land Company, near and south-easterly of 
Englewood Avenue; thence continuing north-eastwardly, crossing said Engle- 
wood Avenue, and running between the house and stable now or formerly 
belonging to Dana Estes to a stone monument marked BO. and BR. standing ~ 
on the north-easterly side of Washington Street, near the corner of a private 
street leading north-eastwardly from said Washington Street by the estate of 
William Livermore; thence turning a little more eastwardly and still continu- 
ing north-eastwardly, crossing Summit Avenue, to a stone monument marked

RELEASE AND AGREEMENT. 


Whereas we, William F. Weld of Philadelphia, Philadelphia County, 
Pennsylvania, and Mary Louisa Goddard of Brookline, Massachusetts, 
singlewoman, and William G. Weld of Newport, and said William F. Weld, 
trustees under the will of William F. Weld, late of said Philadelphia, 
deceased, owners of land on or near, Avon Street in said Brookline, are 
desirous that all that part of said Avon Street which lies within the limits 
of the said town of Brookline, being that street in said town which extends 
from Goddard Avenue in said town to the dividing line between said town 
and that part of Boston, Suffolk County, Massachusetts, which was for- 
merly West Roxbury, should be discontinued by said town; and that a 
public way, to be called Avon Street, should be laid out by the Selectmen of 
‘ said town, and be accepted and allowed by said town, to take the place 
of said old way so to be discontinued, the location of which new way is 
described as follows: viz., — 

The centre line of said fBetion begins at a point in the southerly line 
of Goddard Avenue, one hundred and eighty-three and three-tenths feet

damages which we or either of us may have, arising from the making, 
maintaining, or using of said public way, through or over our said respective 
estates in said town.

The Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk had charge 
of the election; and during the time of voting the ballot-box 
was, by the unanimous consent of the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Clerk, opened several times, and the ballots taken 
out for the purpose of counting, and again at the closing of 
the polls, when the register stood at one thousand one hund- 
red and thirty-four (1,134).

The Board organized by the choice of Mr. Alfred D. 
Chandler as Chairman, and Mr. George F. Joyce, Clerk. On 
Nov. 18, 1886, Mr. Chandler resigned his offices of Se- 
lectman, Surveyor of Highways, Overseer of the Poor, and 
member of the Board of Health; and Mr. Francis W. Law- 
rence was chosen chairman in his stead.

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: Police. 

The police force at the, present time consists of a chief, 
three sergeants, one inspector, who is also officer of the court, 
and fifteen patrolmen. There are belonging to the depart- 
ment four horses, and an ambulance and. patrol-wagon. 

A large amount of satisfactory work has been done by 
this department during the past year, as will be seen by re- 
ferring to the report of the Chief of Police. 

A contract has been made with the Gamewell Automatic 
Fire-Alarm Company to furnish the town with their system 
of police telegraph, — with ten boxes, placed mostly in the out- 
lying districts, communicating directly with the police-station, 
by means of which the patrol-wagon and ambulance can be 
called to any box, either by the patrolman on the route, or 
by citizens, in cases of necessity, the keys being kept in 
some neighboring house. It is expected that this system 
will add largely to the efficiency of the police service. 


Fire Department. 


The fire-department is in a good state of efficiency, as is 
shown by the work done during the past year, the number of 
alarms having been more than double that of the previous 
year. The apparatus has been increased by the purchase of 
a hose-wagon, horse, and watering-cart, which are kept in a 
stable near the corner of Boylston Street and Chestnut-Hill 
Avenue, which was kindly furnished by the owner, free of 
erent. | c. 

The Chemical Engine house at Longwood has been com- 
pleted, with the exception of the grading of the lot, and is 
admirably adapted to the uses for which it was designed. It 
had been supposed for a long time that the Longwood 
schoolhouse lot was so restricted that it could only be used 
for school purposes; but, upon examining into the matter, it 
was found that only a portion of the land was so restricted, 
and that by moving the schoolhouse about twenty-five feet, 
and turning it round to face St. Mary’s Street, an excellent 
lot for the engine-house could be obtained. ‘This the Select- 
men have done, with the consent of the School Committee, 
and a substantial building of -brick and wood, designed by 
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Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, has been erected, which is an 
ornament to the neighborhood. The second:story contains a 
tenement for the family of the driver, which will pay in rent 
a fair percentage on its cost. 

Petitions have been received from the drivers, and from the 
call-members of the force, for an increase of pay, that of the - 
drivers to the same amount as is paid the police, and that of 
the other members to $100 per year each, the present pay 
being $45 a year. In view of the increase in the number of 
alarms, the Board are of the opinion that some additional 
pay should be given the petitioners. 


Fire-Alarm and Police Telegraph. 


The town, at the meeting of Oct. 20, 1886, voted an appro- 
priation of $6,500 for a fire-alarm and police telegraph system. 
For this sum the Board succeeded in making a contract with 
the Gamewell Company for a complete fire-alarm system, 
with twenty-four automatic non-interference boxes, and all 
the necessary apparatus for the central office and the engine- 
houses, with three bell-tower strikers, to be located on the 
Unitarian Church, Walnut Street, the Baptist Church, Har- 
vard Street, and the Church of Our Saviour, Carlton Street. 
And in addition to this, the Gamewell Company agree to fur- 
nish a complete police-telegraph system, with ten boxes, en- 
tirely independent of the fire-alarm system, each box to be 
fitted for the reception of telephones and transmitters, to- 
gether with the necessary central office apparatus. These 
contracts do not include the cost of setting the telephones, 
and as it was impossible to know exactly how many poles 
would be required, the number to be furnished by the com- 
pany was limited to ten. It will be necessary, therefore, for 
the town to make a small additional appropriation to com- 
plete the two systems, probably $600, and for maintenance, 
$200. 


Street-Lighting. 
On the Ist of May last a contract was made with the 


Brookline Gas-Light Company to furnish gas, light and ex- 
tinguish the lamps, and clean’ and repair the lamps and lan- 
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terns, for two hundred and fifty or more lights, for the sum 
of ten and one-half cents per night for each light. 

A contract was also made with Messrs. Ritchie & Sons to 
_ furnish labor and materials, and light, clean, and repair the 
oil-lamps and lanterns, for six and a quarter cents per night 
each. 

Also, with the Brookline Electric Light Company, to light 
seventy or more street arc-lights for fifty cents per night 
each. 

These contracts were made for one year, and will expire on 
the first day of May, 1887. , 

As required by vote of the town, passed at the last annual 
Town Meeting, the right was reserved in all cases to make 
such changes in the manner of lighting the streets as might 
be found expedient, without impairing the contract; but in 
case of change, a pro rata amount to be added to or deducted 
from the contract price. 

May 10th a proposal was received from the Brookline 
Electric Light Company to light portions of Heath and 
Boylston streets, as petitioned for by J. Randolph Coolidge 
and others in February, 1886, by either the incandescent or 
are systems. , 

May 24 it was voted that a contract be made with the 
Brookline Electric Light Company to light Boylston Street 
from Chestnut-Hill Avenue to Hammond Street, and Heath 
Street, from a point about opposite the house of W. C. Cabot, 
Esq., to Hammond Street, with sixteen-candle power incan- 
descent lights, the cost of lighting to be seven cents per 
night for each light, as per their proposal of May 10th before 
referred to. 

The number of lights said to be required was fifty. 

The setting of poles and running the necessary wires was 
commenced by the company in the latter part of June; and, 
after a-long delay, we were informed that it was not advisable 
to light these streets in the manner proposed, and an offer 
was made to substitute a sufficient number of arc lights to 
light the streets, at the same price as the other lights. This 
offer was accepted, and the lighting commenced Oct. 1, 1886. 

Nine arc lights are now in use on these streets. One new 
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are light has been placed on Tappan Street, opposite Gardner 
Road, and one on the Washington-street Bridge, one sixty-_ 
five-candle power incandescent set in Gardner Path, and 
one thirty-two-candle power incandescent set in Jones 
Avenue. Seventeen oil-lights have been changed to gas, and 
four gas-lights which were extinguished last year have been 
relighted. 

These changes do not increase the cost of lghting this 
year, as we pay only the price of the lights which they 
displace. 

The whole number of lights of all kinds now in use is 438: 
viz., gas, 272; oil, 76; electric, 85. Whole number of lights. 
in use Feb. 1, 1886, was 416; increase for the years. 17 lights.

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Sewers. 


There has been appropriated, at various times during the 
year, for sewer construction, the sum of seyenty-one thousand 
three hundred and fifty dollars ($71,350). Of this amount, 
$29,000 is a special appropriation for a sewer in Pond Avenue 
and Chestnut Street, made Nov. 17,1886. As the season for 
out-door work~was so far advanced at the time the appropria- 
tion was made, its construction has been necessarily delayed 
until spring opens. | 

Of the remainder of the appropriation, there has been ex- 
pended the sum of $40,420.32 in the construction of the 
various sewers and drains enumerated in the list hereto ap- 
pended. In addition to these, catch-basins have been built in 
Sullivan Road, Brook Street, and Dudley Street, and neces- 
sary alterations made in others. 

The total length of sewers and drains laid is 17,380.80 
feet; 1,208 feet of this is for surface drainage only. 

The cost of the sewers intended for house drainage is 
$39,040.66; the amount of sewer assessments levied is 
$32,537.40. 

Petitions are now before the Board, for sewers in Long- 
wood Avenue, Harrison Place, and other streets, and an 
appropriation will be asked for their construction. 

We desire to call the attention of the town to the necessity 
of providing by by-law, for the superintendence and care of 
the town’s sewers. The town now owns some eighteen miles 
of sewers, which have been built at a cost of over $400,000, 
and the amount must of necessity constantly and rapidly in- 
crease. Heretofore, the Superintendent of Streets has, to 
some extent, looked after this matter; but the increasing 
amount of work in the highway department requires all his 
time and attention. We recommend that a committee be ap- 
pointed to report a by-law upon this subject, or otherwise. 
empower the Selectmen to make such rules and regulations, 
and employ such assistance, as may be needed, for the proper 
inspection and management of this department. |

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Washington Street Bridge. 

At the meeting of June 30, 1886, the town appropriated 
$58,000 for the widening of the Washington-street rail- 
road bridge, and its approaches; $10,000 of which was to 
be contributed by the county of Norfolk, in accordance with 
the decree of the special commission appointed by the 
Superior Court. Mr. Edward 8. Philbrick was appointed 
engineer and superintendent ; and the work has been practi- 
cally completed under his supervision, according to the origi- 
nal plans. The County Commissioners have examined and 
accepted it, and have paid their share of the money into the 
treasury. 

Contracts were made with Mr. W. H. Ward of Lowell 
for the masonry and filling, with the Boston Bridge Works 
for the iron bridge, and with Messrs. Isaac Blair & Co. for 
raising the buildings; they being the lowest bidders on their 
respective contracts. 

The only portions of the work that remain to be done, are 
the asphalt covering of the bridge; the iron fence, which has 
been contracted for with the Manly & Cooper Manufacturing _ 
Company of Philadelphia; and a part of the brick side- 
walks, which it was thought best to leave unfinished until 
the filling had thoroughly settled. 

Owing to a misunderstanding as to what was included in 
the original estimates, some bills for work done on the ap- 
proaches to the bridge, on the extreme east and west sides, 
which were not covered by those estimates, were-paid for out 
of this appropriation, and it will therefore be necessary for the 
town to appropriate the additional sum of $3,000 to complete 
- this very important improvement. 


Sumner Road Bridge. 


The appropriation of $12,000 for the Sumner Road bridge 5 
was made at the meeting of Feb. 8, 1886; but as the work 
could not be bammoncéd: until the portion of Sumner Road 
on the north side of the railroad was completed (at private 
expense), the contracts were not awarded till March 16. 
Mr. Edward 8. Philbrick was appointed engineer and superin- 
tendent. The contract for masonry and filling was awarded 
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to Mr. E. C. Munson, and that for the iron bridge to the 
Boston Bridge Works. The change in the course of the 
brook channel caused a considerable delay in commencing 
the operations, which extended so far into the fall that it was 
deemed inexpedient to build the fences necessary to protect 
travel, until the next season, and the bridge has therefore 
been closed to the public. 

At the Town Meeting of June 30, 1886, it was voted, ‘“ that 
the Selectmen be authorized to apply any unexpended balance 
of the bridge appropriation, to paying a portion of the ex- 
pense of altering the brook channel in the neighborhood of 
the bridge.” In accordance with this vote, $2,000 has been 
paid to Mr. Arthur W. Blake, at whose expense the change 
was made. This will be great saving to the town in case the 
proposed west branch of Sumner Road is ever built. 


Beacon Street Widening. 


‘The proposed Beacon Street improvement has been so 
thoroughly discussed at the various hearings which have been 
given upon the subject, at the Town Meeting of Dec. 20, 
1886, and in the local papers, that the Selectmen do not think 
it necessary at this time to give a detailed history of the 
movement. 

At the meeting in December, they were authorized by the 
town to petition the Legislature for authority to re-locate or 
widen Beacon Street, as if it were a town way, also for 
authority to assess betterments upon any such re-location or 
widening, etc. 

A proposed Act was carefully drawn by Moses Williams, 
Esq., at the request of the Board, and presented to the General 
Court, in accordance with the above vote. The petition was 
referred to the Committee,on Roads and Bridges, who gave 
several hearings upon it, and finally reported that the Act as 

drawn ‘ought to pass.” ? 


- 1 Since the above was written, the Act passed the Legislature, and became 
a law, Feb. 18, 1887. 
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Extension of Harrison Place to Kent Street. 


The County Commissioners, on April 28, 1886, entered their 
decree that the highway known as the Extension of Harrison 
Place to Kent Street should be constructed by the town 
within two years from that date. On Noy. 10, 1886, the 
town voted to appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the pur- 
pose of building so much of the highway as lies between 
Harvard Square and the marsh northerly of Aspinwall 
Avenue, and on Nov. 22, following, the Selectmen voted 
that Messrs. Aspinwall & Lincoln, the engineers em- 
ployed by the County Commissigners, be asked to prepare 
specifications for building that part of the road. Subse- 
quently, on inspecting the decree of the commissioners, it 
was found that no provision had been made for embank- 
ments to support the heavy fill necessary where the way 
crosses land of 'Theolotia H. Twichell and the heirs of Thomas | 
Howe. The parties interested were immediately interviewed, 
to ascertain if the right to slope would be released to the 
town. The Howe heirs have given us, in writing, to under- 
stand that they will claim no damages, from the town for the 
construction of the way, reserving, however, their right to 
claim all damages from- the county. With Mr. George 8S. 
Hale, guardian of Miss T'wichell, we have had more diffi- 
culty, as he was wholly unwilling to allow the embankments to 
be placed on her land without some settlement of the damages, 
or a binding agreement that they should be settled. It was 
necessary to adopt one of three courses, — to build a retaining- © 
wall instead of embankments; to apply to the County Com- 
missioners for a re-location of the way, which should give the 
town the land necessary to support the embankments; or to 
buy the right to slope on her land from Miss Twichell. 

It was found that retaining-walls would cost $2,600 over 
and above the cost of embankments, an extra expense which 
nothing seemed to justify if either of the other courses could 
be adopted. 7 | 

The County Commissioners were found to be willing to do 
what they could to remedy the matter, but a reluctance on 
the part of a majority of the Selectmen to appeal to them 
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again, and to delay indefinitely the construction of the way, 
finally determined the Selectmen to make the best terms 
possible with Mr. Hale, who has now agreed to apply to the 
Probate Court for leave to sell the town the right to s!ope 
for $750, reserving, however, all the rights of Miss Twichell 
against the county. 

Pending these negotiations, it was thought best that the 
small part of the way voted to be constructed, lying north of 
Aspinwall Avenue, should be cut down and made passable 
for the town carts to dump ashes on the location across the 
marsh beyond. Before much was done, however, frost and 
snow put an end to the work the latter part of December. 
A way has also been cleared to the marsh on the northerly 
side from Kent Street, so that ashes may be dumped from 
that end. 

A contract for the construction of the highway according 
to the plans of the County Commissioners and specifications 
prepared by Aspinwall & Lincoln, engineers, has been awarded 
to Mr. James Driscoll, and he has already commenced the 
filling. 

It may be stated here, in connection with this matter, that 
petitions are now before this Board for the laying-out of 
Station Street to connect with Harrison Place extended, on 
which no action has as yet been taken. 


Sullivan Road. 

That portion of Sullivan Road between Gardner Road and 
the summit of the hill, about 1,100 feet in length, as laid out 
by the Selectmen, was ‘“‘ accepted and allowed” by the town, 
at the meeting of June 30, and the sum of $2,500 was appro- 
priated for putting it in proper repair. Of this sum $800 
was to be paid by certain abuttors, from whom there is still 
due #50. The work has been completed, and the street is 
now in good condition for travel. 


Cumberland Avenue. 
Cumberland Avenue, about 840 feet in length, 50 feet wide, 
from Pond Avenue to High Street, was accepted by the town 
at the meeting of June 80, as laid out by the Selectmen. 
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The street was built by the Brookline Land Company, and 
releases were given the town by all the owners. No expense 
was required to put it in order. 


Avon Street. 

The new Avon Street, as laid out by the Sétekement and 
accepted by the town at the meeting of June 30, 1886, has 
been well and thoroughly built by Mr. W. F. Weld, at his 
own expense, and is now open for travel. It is much supe- 
rior in construction and in grades to the old street. 


Marshal Street. 

On petition of Charles H. Stearns and others, the short 
street leading from Longwood Avenue to Sewall Avenue, 
- near Kent Street, was laid out by the Board on Noy. 15, 1886, 
releases having first been obtained from all the abuttors and 
owners. It will be offered to the town for acceptance at the 
next meeting, and the Selectmen recommend that it be named 


Marshal Street. 
Clark Road. 


Clark Road, 40 feet wide, and about 1,089 feet in ee 
from Boylston Street to Sumner Road, was laid out by the 
Selectmen Nov. 15, 1886, releases having been obtained from 
all persons interested. It will be offered to the town for 
acceptance at the next meeting. . 


Dudley Street. 

This street was laid out by the Selectmen through the so- 
called Dudley Street gravel-pit, and accepted by the town at 
the meeting of June 30, 1886. It was built at a cost of 
about $1,200, and is now open for public travel. 


Waverly Street. 

On a petition from J. L. Sturtevant, E. C. Emerson, and 
others, for the laying-out of Waverly Place, forty feet wide, 
and its extension from Cypress Street to Thayer Street, 
through land of E. C. Emerson, the Board, after a hearing, 
releases having been obtained from all the owners, laid out 
the street as petitioned for, Feb. 21, and recommend its 
acceptance by the town under the name of Waverly Street. 

_ The estimated expense for land damages and construction 
is $3,873. 
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Florence Street Gravel-pit. 

In accordance with a vote of the town, passed June 30, 
the Selectmen sold at auction the property known as the 
Florence Street gravel-pit, for $185. It was bought in 1880 
for $250, and the gravel has been exhausted. 


Davis Lot. 


Tne town having appropriated $18,500 for the purchase of 
the Davis lot, on Tappan Street, containing 67,179 square 
feet, for the purpose of enlarging the playground, the Select- 
men have received the deeds, and it is now the property of 
the town. 

Brook Channels. 

At the meeting of Oct. 20 the Selectmen were authorized 
to employ counsel to draft a bill relating to the brook chan- 
nels in the town, and to present the same for enactment at 
the next session of the Massachusetts Legislature. They 
were instructed, before presenting the bill, to cause the same 
to be printed, and distributed among the voters of the town. 
In accordance with this vote, Mr. Williams was employed to 
draft the bill, which has been circulated through the town; 
and the committee of the Legislature to whom it was re- 
ferred, is prepared to give a hearing upon it. 


Public Baths. 


The bath-house was opened in June, and was used nearly 
all the time up to the Ist of Oct. Under the careful man- 
agement of the superintendent, good order has been main- 
tained, and no accidents of any kind have occurred. 

‘The work of changing the course of the brook channel at 
Sumner Road bridge, interfered with the supply of water 
for the bath-house. ‘This disturbance of the water was the 
cause of considerable annoyance and some inconvenience to 
persons using the bath. 

While the baths are for men and boys only, yet the boys 
use them nearly all the time; one hour every evening during 
the week, and an hour on Sunday mornings, being. set anage 
for the men. 
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It is expected that when a new system of baths is estab- 
lished, a suitable place will be provided where working-men, 
after their day’s work is over, can enjoy the comforts of a 
bath. 

The committee having in charge the matter of public baths 
and wash-houses, will undoubtedly report to the town some 
valuable information on this subject. 

The building has been damaged to some extent by the 
freshet and overflow of the brook this winter, and will need 
some slight repairs and cleaning out before being used the 
coming season. We recommend that the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500) be appropriated for repairs and mainten-— 
ance during the year. | 

Guide-Posts. 

Guide-posts are erected and maintained in all places in the 
town where they are required by law, or considered neces- 
sary. 

Cypress Street Bridge. 

On May 24, 1886, a petition was signed by the Selectmen 
and sent to the County Commissioners, setting forth that 
Cypress Street where it crosses the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, requires a suitable bridge and approaches, and asking 
for a hearing and decision as to the manner and limits within 
which it shall be constructed. A hearing was given by the 
Commissioners in the Town Hall, July 12, but no decision has 
as yet been received. :

REPORT. OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
POOR. 


_ THE Overseers of the Poor have the honor to submit the 
following report : — 
. . Almshouse. 

This continues under the care of Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, 
and is carried on hy them to our entire satisfaction. The 
‘inmates, at present, consist of twa men, two women, and 
five children (four girls and one boy). These children were 
put under our care by the 8. P. C. C.; and, after remaining a 
few weeks at the St. Vincent’s Orphan Asylum, they were 
placed with Mrs. Campbell at the almshouse. They attend 
school regularly at the Newton Street school; and Mrs. 
Campbell gives them some training in housework, sewing, 
and knitting, out of school-hours. They are also provided 
with conveyance for their regular attendance at Sunday 
school. Their father pays a portion of their board to the 
town. One of these children, the boy, was alarmingly ill 
for several weeks during the summer, and required constant 
nursing, and a number of visits from Dr. Sabine, thus entail- 
ing a heavy expense on the town. The gross expenditure 
at the almshouse has been somewhat larger than last year, 
and the receipts have been about $200 less, so that this item 
is proportionally larger in the account. We have had dur- 
ing the year sixteen inmates, one of whom nee died and six 
have been discharged.

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Self-Supporting. 

During the year two widows, with their families, have 
become self-supporting, — Mrs. William Coughlin and Mrs. 
John Cronan; thus fulfilling the hope we have had, that, as 
their children grew up, they would relieve the town of all 
expense, and justifying the aid they have hitherto received. 

Among the orphan children, Mary Conway, Eugene and 
Annie Flaherty have ceased to receive any aid from the town, 
except a little clothing. 

Mary McDonald has been given up to her brother and 
sister, who were formerly dependent on the town, but are 
now able to support themselves and provide for her. The 
MeNamara children no longer receive aid from the town. 


New Cases. 


Two families, widows with children, and one aged widow 
have claimed the outdoor relief during the year, and will 
probably prove cases of long standing. 


Summary. 


Forty-four adults and sixty children have received aid at 
some time during the year. Thirty-one adults and forty 
children are now receiving support or partial support regu- 
larly. This includes the insane, the inmates of the alms- 
house, and the outdoor poor. : 

Of these Boston pays for two adults.

It will be observed that the number of cases of scarlet 
fever reported, is far in excess of that for any of the previous 
nine years. This is owing ina great measure to the fact, that, 
in certain instances, children who had been ill with the disease 
were allowed to mingle with those who had not, before a suf- 
ficient time had elapsed to render it safe for them to do so. 
In fact, an instance of this sort came to the knowledge of the 
Board, where a child who had recently been ill, and whose 
case had not been reported, was sent to the Day Nursery, thus 
causing quite a severe local epidemic in that portion of the 
town known as Kimball’s Farm, during the months of August 
and September. This,and other somewhat similar instances, 
led the Board to have the following circular issued, and dis- 
tributed throughout the infected locality : — 


BOARD OF HEALTH CIRCULAR. 
BROOKLINE, Sept. 20, 1886. 

As SCARLET FEVER has existed for some weeks in an epidemic form in 
that portion of Brookline known as Kimball’s Farm, and in many instances 
has been allowed to spread, through want of care in keeping those children 
who have recently been ill with it from contact with those who have not, — 

Voted, That no child from any house where there is or has been a case of — 
scarlet-fever shall be allowed to mingle with those of any other house until 
the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of the last 
case. : 

Attention is also called to the following statute law.

DEATHS FOR THE YEAR. LOL 


[AcTs oF 1884— CHAPTER 98. ] 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. When a householder knows that a person within his family is sick of small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet-fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, he shall 
immediately give notice thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town in which 
he dwells, and upon the death, recovery or removal of such person, the room occupied and 
the articles used by him shall be disinfected by such householder in a manner approved by 
the board of health. Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of the above 
provisions, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 2. When aphysician knows that a person whom he is called to visit is infected 
“with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet-fever, or any other disease dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to fhe selectmen or board of health of the town; and 
if he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 3. The boards of health in the several cities and towns shall cause a record to be 
kept of all reports received in pursuance of the preceding sections, and such record shall 
contain the names of all persons who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases 
with which they are affected, together with the date and the names of the persons reporting 
any such cases. The boards of health shall give the school committee immediate information 
of all cases of contagious diseases reported to them according to the provisions of this act. 

Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the boards of health with 
blank books for the record of cases of contagious diseases as above provided. 

Srecr. 5. Sections seventy-eight and seventy-nine of chapter eighty of the Public Stat- 


utes.are hereby repealed. 
Approved March 21, 1884. 


The number of cases of diphtheria, although larger than 
for the preceding year, is very small, considering the number 
of inhabitants in the town, and comparing it with the number 
of cases which have occurred in former years: for instance, 
in 1876 there were more than thirty deaths from the disease, 
which must have represented a very large number of cases. 
For the last few years Brookline has been wonderfully ex- 
empt from the trouble. 

Typhoid-fever has prevailed to only a sight extent, there 
having been but thirteen cases reported. The number has 
varied but slightly during the last three years, and it has 
been confined almost wholly to the low-lying districts. 

The number of deaths within the town was one hundred 
and forty-nine, against one hundred and fifty-one in 1885, and 
one hundred and nineteen in 1884. Deducting the still-births, 
eleven in number, it leaves one hundred and thirty-eight 
deaths during the year, or a mortality of a little more than 
fourteen per thousand. The mortality for the State at large, 
in 1885, was 19.61 per thousand, that for Boston 24.61, and 
for Brookline 14.90. When the above figures are considered, 
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it will be seen that the mortality is exceedingly low; much 
lower than might be expected, considering the rapidly increas- 
ing population and the close proximity of the town to a large 
city. , 

Return was made of but one death from typhoid-fever, 
while there were two from scarlet-fever, three from diph- 
theria, and two from croup. One case of diphtheria reported 
was removed to the hospital, where it died. 

On April 1 the following appointments were made: Thomas 
Mahon, Inspector for the Board; Alonzo Bowman, Inspector 
of Milk; G. K. Sabine, M.D., was appointed to give the 
legal certificate in the case of the death of any person with- 
out an attending physician. 

J. D. Gutterson’s license, as eis undertaker, was re- 
newed. 

The inspector has hee ea forty houses, or the drains or 
outbuildings connected therewith. ‘There have been served 
thirty-five notices for the abatement of nuisances. There 
have been five prosecutions for non-compliance with the 
orders of the Board. | 

There have been granted fifteen licenses for the collection 
of grease, bones, etc. | 

On May 10 it was voted to advertise for proposals for 
collecting and removing house offal, for the ensuing year; 
and on May 24 a contract was made with Hugh Murray, the 
lowest bidder, to collect and remove the same for one year 
from June 1, said Murray to receive the sum of one thousand 
dollars therefor. The contract, like that of preceding years, 
required that the offal:should be collected and removed from 
all dwelling-houses, restaurants, meat and provision and fish 
stores, in the town every day, except Sundays and legal holi- 
days, during the months of May, June, July, August, and 
September, and three times a week during the remainder of 
the year. 

The complaints of the manner in ees this work has been 
performed have been numerous and well founded. 

The best method of collecting offal, in a satisfactory and 
economical way, has become a serious question, and has been 
very carefully considered by the Board. They are of the 
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opinion that the time has come when the town should do the 
work itself, as is done in Boston and other large places; and 
' they therefore recommend that an appropriation be made, 
large enough to cover the cost of three horses, wagons, har- 
nesses, and pungs, and to pay the wages of four men. This 
will seem to require a large outlay, and the Board makes the 
‘suggestion with great reluctance; but with the large yearly 
increase in the number of dwelling-houses, and the constantly 
growing needs of the community, it seems to them the only 
way of obtaining a satisfactory service. 

The collection of the ashes is another department for which 
- the services of another horse and wagon are required, and 
the Board recommend their purchase. 

The estimated expense of the four new horses, carts, etc., 
is $2,500, and of maintenance $6,500. This appropriation 
will be dimished by the amount received from the sale of the 
offal. ) 

The following orders were passed in April : — 

OFFICE OF THE BoarRD oF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, April 21, 1886. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, on Monday, April 19, the following 
special orders were passed : — 

Ordered, That no public funeral shall be held over the remains of any per- 
son having died of small-pox, scarlet-fever, or diphtheria, without the writ- 
ten permit of the Board of Health, and under-such regulations as may 
prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered, further, that the 
remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be placed 
in a tight or sealed coffin, and shali not thereafter be exposed to view, or 
disturbed except for burial. 

Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house where 
there is, or has been, a case of scarlet-fever or diphtheria, until the expira- 
tion of at least four weeks from the commencement of the last case. 

Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any ceme- 
tery, or from one place to another within the town, in any public vehicle 
other than a hearse, or undertaker’s wagon, provided for that purpose. 

Ordered, That from May 1 to Nov. 1 no vault shall be emptied by any other 
than the odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless Excavating Com- 
pany, except permission be first obtained from the chief of police. 

Ordered, Vhat the manure from livery and horse-car stables shall not be 
removed from the stables between the hours of sunrise and sunset.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen.

The retaining-wall on Goddard Avenue was rebuilt by Mr. 
Hart, who has agreed to keep it in order, as well as to erect 
and maintain suitable fences in front of his estate. One- 
half the cost of the wall, as agreed on with Mr. Hart ($600), 
was-paid by the town, the amount being charged to contin- 
gencies. 

- The department now owns twelve horses, mostly in excel- 

lent condition. Four new horses have been bought, one 
sold, and three exchanged. There have been some very 
serious cases of sickness among the horses during the past 
year; but, except in one case, they have come through all 
right. New floors have been laid in the stable, and the ceil- 
ing has been sheathed. 

With the enlarged appropriation, it has been possible this 
year to do a great deal of work which had to be neglected 
in the past for want of means. Among the more important 
items for the coming year are the macadamizing of Wash- 
ington Street, Harvard: Street, Aspinwall Avenue, ete. 
When the Boston high-service reservoir is completed, 
Fisher Avenue must be put in order. Beacon Street has 
had little done to it in the past year, as it seemed unwise, in 
view of the probable widening, to make any extensive re- 
pairs ; but it will be necessary to raise the grade at the corner 
of St. Mary Street at once, to meet the new grade adopted 
by the city of Boston. This portion of Beacon Street, as 
well as St. Mary Street, is considerably below the grade 
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adopted by the town some years ago. . With these items, and 
the usual work of the department, it seems to me that the 
appropriation for highways should not be any less than it was 
last year. 

: New Streeis. 

Babcock Street has been put in good condition for public — 
travel, at a cost of $4,001. The steam roller belonging to 
the city of Newton was used for four days on this street, and | 
its work commended itself to those of our citizens who 
witnessed it. A roller of this kind would cost about $6,000. 
The running expenses would be from five dollars to six dollars 
a day; the cost of repairs, I am informed on good authority, - 
is very trifling. There can be no doubt as to the value of 
such a roller as a part of our equipment. 

Sullivan Road was put in good condition, gutters of 
- granite blocks and cobble-stones were paved on both sides, 
two catch-basins were built, and about six hundred feet of 
tile drain laid. The cost of the work was $2,500. 

The new street across the Dudley Street gravel-pit was 
made, a tile drain was laid its whole length, and one catch- 
basin was put in; the cost being $1,231.19. 

Sundry work in White Place was done under direction of © 
a committee, of your board, costing $152.92. . 

The work done by this department in connection with the 
widening of the Washington Street railroad bridge, which 
was charged to the appropriation for the bridge, exclusive 
of the item of new paving, amounted to $672.34. 

Sumner Road is practically finished, but some work re- 
mains to be done as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 
Of the $1,000 appropriated for putting in order that portion 
of the street between the bridge and Boylston Street, only 
$205.76 was expended, for fencing; the balance phonies be. 
 ‘re- appropriated, 

Street-Crossings. 

The usual repairs were made on existing crossings, and 
new crossings of North River stone and small granite blocks 
were laid in many places. The old crossings on Washington 
Street, in the vicinity of the bridge and the horse-railroad — 
station, were all taken up; and new ones of two rows of. 


+ 
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North River stone, with small granite block paving, were 
laid at such places as would best suit the public travel. 
The stock taken up either has been used in other places, or 
is stored in the stable yard for future use. The following is 
a list of the most important crossings laid during the past 
year.

: Crossings have been ordered for Longwood Avenue at 
Kent Street, Washington Street from the National Bank 
to the post-office, and for Washington Street at Pond 
Avenue. These will be laid as ‘soon as the weather will 
permit. , 

Watering Streets. 

Contracts were made with the same parties, for watering 
the same routes, at the same rates as last year. When Hose 
3 was established by the Fire Department, at the corner of 
Boylston Street and Chestnut Hill Avenue, the team was 
employed in watering those parts of Boylston Street, Chest- 
nut Hill Avenue, and Heath Street immediately adjoining ; 
and Heath Street as far as Hammond Street was added to 
Patrick Byrnes’s route. In June Thomas J. Kelly was 
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employed; and Clyde Street and Newton Street from the ~ 
Boston line to Mr. Whipple’s house, and Grove Street as far - 
as the cemetery, were assigned as his route. There are now 
employed in this service twelve teams supplied by contrac- 
tors, and three double and one single team supplied by the 
fire department. The appropriation was $9,000, and $8,928 67. 
was expended. If Babcock Street, Sumner Road, the exten- 
sion of Harrison Place, etc., are to be sprinkled, the routes 
must bé re-arranged and an additional appropriation made. 


Sidewalks. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for side- 
walks was $5,000. At the special meeting held Nov. 10, 
1886, an additional appropriation of $8,000 was made, making 
the total amount appropriated for sidewalks $18,000. Bills 
_ against sundry parties for one-half the cost of making side- 
walks, amounting to $2,029.40, were lodged with the collector. ©

The edgestones set. on Washington Street on the bridge, 
and in front of Whyte’s Block, were twenty-inch stone, cost- 
ing ten cents per foot more than we have usually paid. The 
old edgestones were relaid on the streets on the Kimball 
farm (so-called), Brookline Avenue, etc. The cost of taking 
them up was charged to the appropriation for widening the 
bridge, and the cost of re-setting the stone and paving the 
gutters was charged to the highway appropriation ; it being — 
understood at the annual meeting that five thousand dollars 
of the thirty thousand dollars appropriated for highways was: 
to be used in such work, as well as in laying. cross walks, etc. 
The work of setting edgestones, paving brick sidewalks, 
crossings, g cutters, etc., in connection with the bridge widen- 
ing, was done under contract by Messrs. Albert A. ey 
& Co. of Boston, who furnished all the materials. _

Edgestones have been set on one side of White Place, and 
have been delivered on the other side, but the frost prevented 
their being set. The bill for them has not yet been pre- — 
sented, and they are not included in the foregoing statement. 
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Care of Sewers. 


The usual.work of cleaning the. catch-basins and brook- 
channels was done, and they are in good working order. 
The old channel of Muddy River, from Washington Street 
to Aspinwall Avenue, continues to give trouble, not only in » 
itself, butalso by obstructing the flow of water through the 
old brook-channel, known as the village sewer. When the 
-construction of Riverdale Park shall be undertaken, one of 
the first things done should be the widening and deepening 
é of this channel on its new line; not until this is done can 
the territory between Brookline Avenue and Downer Street 
be kept in a proper sanitary condition, nor can the play- 
ground on Brookline Avenue be put in order for its legiti- 
mate use, unless at a very large expense. Complaints have 
been made from time to time by the Boston Board of Health, 
of the defilement of Muddy River from the overflows of our 
main sewer; these have either been entirely closed, or raised 
above the level of the highest tides, so that no further trouble 
need be apprehended from this source. The sewer in Wash- 
-ington Street, opposite the estate of T. P. Chandler, was found 
_ to be broken and useless, and it was taken up and rebuilt.

New Sewers and Drains. 


The drain in Heath Street, intended to carry off the 
storm-water from the depression between the estates of Col. 
Lyman and Louis Cabot, was originally laid at an improper 
grade, and could not be kept in working order with even 
more than ordinary care. During every rain-storm through- 
out the year, and every thaw in the winter season, the side- 
walk and a portion of the street were flooded, causing great 
inconvenience to persons residing in the vicinity, as well as 
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to the large number of children passing to the Heath School. 
It was taken up, and a fifteen-inch drain was laid at a proper 
grade, two catch-basins were built opposite Col. Lyman’s 
avenue, and no further trouble is expected. The work was | 
done by this department ; and the cost, $1,094.36, was charged — 
to highways. 

In Boylston Street, opposite B. W. Neal’s shop, two natote 
basins were built, and a twelve-inch drain was laid as far 
as Cypress Street, connecting’ with the surface-drain in that 
street. The work was done by this department; and the 
cost, $894.48, was charged to the appropriation for “* Exten- 
sion of Sewers.” 

The sewers were all built by contract, under the supervis- — 
ion of Mr. A, H. French as engineer. The surplus material 
was removed by this department, and in most cases was used 
in making slopes against insecure retaining-walls. The cost 
was generally charged to the appropriations for building the 
sewers, although in some instances it was divided with the 
Highway Department. The amount thus expended and 
charged to the appropriation for building the sewers was 
$1,224.25. | 

Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt, weekly, 
throughout the town, was $1,869.77, exclusive of the value 
of the labor of the horses employed, which were kept at the 
expense of the Highway Department. It was intended to 
change the method of collecting the ashes in March last; but 
it was found that the work could not be done by one team, 
except for a few weeks in midsummer. It is imperative that 
a change should be made this spring; and I therefore suggest 
that another cart and harness be bought, and that two teams 
be employed in this work. In midsummer, when the whole 
time of the teams will not be needed in collecting ashes, they 
can be used in cleaning gutters, and in similar work. 


Public Grounds and Sundries. 


The usual work on the public grounds and around the 
public buildings was done, at a cost of $469.04, which amount 
was charged to contingencies. 
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The grounds around the addition to the Lincoln School 
were graded, at a cost of $155.74, which was charged to the 
appropriation for the building. 

Sundry other work, amounting in the aggregate to $738.29, 
was done for the various departments, and the cost was 
charged to the proper accounts. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is on file in this office.

The organization remains the same as last year. Patrol- 
man Collins resigned in November last, in consequence of 
long-continued illness, and Patrolman Creelman was _ ap- 


pointed to fill the vacancy. 


Crime. 


We have been fortunately exempt from serious and atro- 


cious crimes, which have been so prominent in other and 
neighboring municipalities. No more than four cases of burg- 
lary, breaking and entering, and robbing of dwelling-houses, 


of any considerable amount, have occurred. In several cases 
where very valuable jewelry has been stolen, the articles have 
been promptly traced and recovered. <A strict watch and 
close surveillance on all suspicious persons and strangers 
seen loitering about town has been kept up as far as possible 
with our small force. 
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Enforcement of the Liquor Law. | 


A determined effort has been made to. Suppress the illegal 
sale of intoxicating liquor, and, I may say, with a good 

degree of success. Fifty-five search-warrants have been 
served, and five hundred and ninety-six and a half gallons of 
intoxicating liquors have been seized, and disposed of by 
order of the court. | 

The difficulties attending the enforcement of the liquor 
laws are such as never appear in any other criminal cases. 
Persons who would readily assist officers in any other crimi- — 
‘nal matter are entirely reticent on this subject. Persons 
who appear to be anxious to have this law enforced, and who 
could easily put the officer in the right direction to procure 
evidence to convict, are often loudest in their criticisms of 
the officers for not doing that which is almost impossible for 
them to do without some outside assistance. 

Three places, which have been used for several years for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, have abandoned the traffic ; 
and the stores are either closed, or devoted to other and 
legitimate purposes. 

The Mounted Police 


have, as before, done excellent service in patrolling the out- 
lying districts, both ‘day and night, and have prevented many 
offences and annoyances formerly complained of. 


Police-wagon and Ambulance. 


The patrol-wagon and ambulance, combined, answers a. 
grand purpose in this department. We now feel that we 
could not well do without it. It is in constant demand, ay 
is useful in many directions. 

My experience in the past year prompts me ‘to say, in the’ 
strongest terms, that an increase of the force is an absolute — 
necessity. There should be at least one new police-route 
established, having its centre in the vicinity of the junction 
of Longwood or Sewall Avenues and St. Paul Street. This 
is a section of the town being rapidly built up, and oceupied 
by first-class residences; which, from its nearness and easy 
access to the city, by lines of horse and steam cars, is espe- 
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cially exposed to the overflow of the criminal population of 
Boston, to the great annoyance and danger of our citizens. 
By establishing a new police-route between the present 
routes known as Nos. 8 and 4, and absorbing a part of these 
two routes, we should have much better service in that part 
of the Longwood district nearest to Boston. This will also 
improve the service on the upper part of Washington and 
Beacon Streets, and especially in the Gardner Road district, 
—a fast growing and important part of the town, demanding 
increased police protection. 

Efforts have been made to render the Fire Department 
what assistance we could in the discharge of their duties, and 
the best of feeling exists between the two departments. 

The discipline and behavior of the force, with a few ex- 
ceptions, have been very good the past year ; and the secret 
' service, or detective work, of the department has been done 
in a satisfactory manner by the inspector of police, ably 

assisted by other officers of the force as occasion required. 
Our thanks are due to the engineers of the Fire Depart- 

ment, for valuable information and assistance rendered. 

_ To the Board of Selectmen, and to the committee on police, 
our thanks are especially due for their support in every good 
work.

GENTLEMEN, — According to custom, and in pursuance of 
the ordinance in relation to the Fire Department, we here- 
with respectfully submit our annual report for the year end- 
ing Jan. 31,1887. Under their respective heads will be found 
a statement of all fires and alarms, showing loss and insur- 
ance recovered, the present condition of apparatus and build- 
ings, number of members in the department, and such other 
information as may be of interest to your honorable body, 
and all others interested in this department. 

During the year there have been forty-six alarms of fire. 
The loss upon buildings and contents was $17,205; insurance 
recovered on same was $16,055. 

The insurance on buildings and contents was $72,500. 


Organization. 

The department, as now organized, consists of fifty-six 
officers and privates, detailed as follows: one chief-engineer, 
two assistant engineers, two hose, companies of eleven men 
each, one hose company of six men, one hook-and-ladder 
company of thirteen men, one chemical-engine company of 
three men, engineman and assistant engineman attached. to 
steamer, and seven drivers. ‘These are all call-members 
except six drivers, who are permanently employed. 


Apparatus. 
_ The town having voted last spring an amount sufficient to 
locate a hose company on Heath Street, it was thought best 
by the Engineers to transfer the large four-wheel hose-carriage 
from the village to that district, it being too heavy for the 
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work it had to perform ‘in the village. Accordingly, the 
stable, the use of which was generously given free of rent 
by Mr. Edward Atkinson, was fitted up, and a company — 
formed of seven members (including permanent driver), yae 
have done good work since their organization. 

And to replace the four-wheel hose-carriage, Hose Company 
No. 1 have been using the past year the old fuel-wagon 
which has been in service twelve years, and which is lable 
to go to pieces at any time, and to take its place the Board 
would recommend the purchase of another hose-wagon, the 
cost of which will be about four hundred and seventy-five 
dollars. | 

The old two-wheeled hose-carriage being deemed unfit for 
the work, was replaced the past year by a new hose-wagon, 
which has proven much better for fire service than the hose- 
reels. 

The Hook-and-Ladder Carriage No. 1, by being repainted 
and varnished, will last the town for many years. The Chemi- 
cal Engine, by the addition of new rubber hose the past year, 
is now in first-class working order. : 

If the steam fire-engine is to be kept in service, it will 
require a thorough overhauling. ; | 


Buildings. 

The house corner High and Washington streets, and house 
on Washington Street, near the Town Hall, are in good con- 
dition, with the exception of the main floor in the Steamer. 
house, and stable-floor in the house of Hose 2, which will 
have to be replaced with new floors. 

An appropriation was voted last season for a new chemical- 
engine house at Longwood, which is now completed and 
ready for occupancy. It has all the modern improvements, 
and does credit to the builders. 

Two of the houses have been partly fitted up with the 
swinging harness the past year, and it is the intention of the 
Engineers to furnish the rest of the apparatus with them 
the coming season.

Horses. 

There are in the department at the present time nine 
horses. Four of these, whose term of service covered a long 
period, having outlived their usefulness, were replaced by 
younger and more vigorous animals, who are better adapted 
for the service. 

Hose. 

The total amount of cotton hose in use in this department 
is 5,400 feet, of which 4,600 feet is in good condition, but 
the remaining 800 feet is not reliable. 


Hydrants. 


By the addition of nine new hydrants the past year, we 
now have a total of two hundred and four hydrants, and the 
Engineers would recommend that the high-service pipes be 
extended to Holyhood, with the proper number of hydrants, 
for the better protection of property in that district. 


Recommendations. 


Our experience with our chemical engine in the past has 
been such as to convince us that they are superior to any 
other fire-apparatus in extinguishing fires in their incipiency. 
The quickness with which they can be brought to bear upon 
the flames, and the comparative freedom from damage by 
water, renders them of particular value. And for the better 
protection of property, as well as for general purposes, we 
would recommend, providing high-service pipes are extended 
to Holyhood, and other places in the upper part of the town 
that are not covered by high-service, that our present steam 
fire-engine be placed in reserve, and a chemical engine pur- 
chased to take its place in the village. This will necessitate 
no increase in running expenses, as the same horses and men 
will be available for the chemical engine, the first cost of 
which will be about two thousand dollars. 


Increase of Pay. 
In view of the increased amount of work to be done by this 
department, we would recommend that a sum be appropriated 
for the pay of the members equal to the service they perform. 
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Appropriation. 

The Engineers would recommend the following appropria- 
tion for the current expenses of the Fire Department, includ- 
ing watering the same four districts as last year, viz., twelve 
thousand dollars; also for hose-wagon five hundred ‘dollars. 

In conclusion, we desire to return our thanks to the officers 
and members of the Fire Department for the prompt and 
cheerful manner in which they have discharged their varied 
duties the past year. Their earnest and persistent efforts to 
protect the property of their fellow-citizens from destruction 
being crowned with success. 

The chief of police, and those of his command, will accept 
our thanks for valuable service at fires. 

Our thanks are also due the Board of Selectmen for inter- 
est taken in our department. And to the Committee on Fire 
Department, who have supported us in our work, our thanks 
are especially due.

This action, brought to recover damages for injuries alleged 


to have been sustained by falling on an icy sidewalk on 


High Street in Brookline, was tried at the April term of the 


Supreme Court, in Suffolk County, last year, to a jury. The 


damages claimed by the plaintiff were four thousand dollars. 


It appeared in evidence that the plaintiff did fall upon said 
sidewalk, breaking her wrist and otherwise injuring herself ; 
but the jury were of opinion that the town was not. liable, 
and returned a verdict for the defendant, upon which judg- 
ment was subsequently entered in favor of the town.

EMELINE TROWBRIDGE vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 
This is a petition brought to recover damages for the 


alleged draining of two wells on the petitioner’s estate, near 
the junction of Washington and School streets in Brookline, 
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which the petitioner claimed was caused by the construction 
of the Cypress-street sewer. 

At the trial in the Superior Court at Dedham, in April, 
1886, the petitioner offered evidence tending to show that 
these two wells, which had always furnished an ample supply 
of water up to the time of the construction of the sewer, be- 
came entirely dry as a result of the building of the same, and 
had remained dry ever since. 

Several citizens of the town testified on behalf of the a: 
tiff, setting her damages at five hundred dollars, while other 
citizens. produced as witnesses by the town, were of opinion 
that there was no damage, or that the damage was at least 
only nominal, in view of the fact that the town had a water- 
supply. | 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff forfifty dol- 
lars. The counsel for the town claimed, as matter of law, 
that the town was not liable at all to the plaintiff, and asked 
the court so to rule; the court declined so to rule, and we 
took the case to the Supreme Judicial Court to have the 
question of liability finally determined. This course was’ 
taken after a consultation with your board, not, of course, 
because of the amount involved, but solely to determine what’ 
are the legal rights of the town in such cases. The case was 
argued before the Supreme Court last November, but no de- | 
cision has been made. | | 


Fourth. 
ELLEN E. SULLIVAN vs. TOWN OF BROOKLINE. i 
This is an action of tort brought against the town, wherein 
the plaintiff seeks to recover twenty-five hundred dollars, for 
injuries alleged to have been received by falling from a step-

The case was tried at Dedham, at the December renee 1886, 
of the Superior Court. | 

The counsel for the town were of opinion that the town 
was not liable in this action, as matter of law, and asked the 
court so to rule. The court did so rule, and directed a ver- 
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dict for the town, which was rendered. We are informed by 
the plaintiff's counsel that he will take the case to the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, upon exceptions to said ruling.

TSE Park Commissioners are not able to report much prog- 
ress on the Riverdale Park improvement, owing to the want 
of co-operation on the part of the Boston authorities; and, 
from present appearances, it seems doubtful whether any 
thing can be done before another year. The Park Commis- 
sioners of Boston have bought a comparatively small portion 
of the land needed, as they have not sufficient money for the — 
purpose, and the large sums which they have for construction 
will be used on their other parks. 

We have bought two lots on Brookline Avenue since our 
last report, —one of 6,902 square feet, and one of 38,400 
square feet. The latter has upon it a tenement-house, which 
is rented, and produces a small income.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PLANTING 
. TREES. 





THE Committee on planting trees, under the provisions of 
the 57th chapter of the Acts of 1885, elected at the Annual 
Town Meeting,.March 80, 1886, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report : — 

The town appropriated, for the purpose of planting trees 
under the above mentioned statute, the sum of $2,200, at the 
- adjourned meeting, April 14, 1886. The Committee took 
measures to carry out the views of the town; but owing to 
the’ novelty of some of the features of the act, the unusual 
forwardness of the season, and the difficulty of procuring 
labor at short notice, the Committee found themselves unable 
to plant any trees along the highways. The Committee 
had decided to plant shade-trees along Brookline Avenue, 
from Aspinwall Avenue to Washington Street, on Arbor 
Day ; but they found it impossible to have the necessary work 
done, owing to the great demand for labor at that time. 

The Committee recommend the amending of the special 
law authorizing their election, by requiring the election of 
one member every year, instead of choosing the whole num- 
ber at once. This change would make the Committee a per- 
manent board, whose action could be constant. At present, 
the functions of the Committee virtually terminate with the 
end of the financial year, Feb. 1, of each year. 

The Committee commend to their successors the importance 
of the provision of the act allowing the planting of shade-trees 
on private lands near the highways, as one of peculiar value in 
Brookline. The Committee are of opinion that the planting of 
shade-trees in any but wide roads is more objectionable than 
useful. A tree in a narrow sidewalk becomes, when well 
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grown, an absolute obstruction to pedestrians. Now that 
lighting by electricity has been introduced, shade-trees 
obstruct the light, and tend to create areas of intense dark- 
ness in the street, both on the sidewalk and the carriage-way. 
The trees planted in the private adjacent land would shade 
the street perfectly, and would leave it at the same time well 
lighted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON IMPROVING 
THE BROOKLINE AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 





AT the Annual Town Meeting, holden March 30, 1886, and 
by adjournment, April 14, 1886, the twelfth article in the 
warrant; to wit, “To consider the subject of improving the 
Brookline Avenue Playground,” was referred to a committee 
consisting of the Park Commissioners (Messrs. F. W. Law- 
rence, O. 8. Sargent, and H. M. Whitney) and the Commit- 
tee on Planting Trees (Messrs. W. Aspinwall, H. M. Whitney, 
and Jerome Jones). ‘This committee respectfully submit the 
following report : — 

After examining the playground, the Committee decided 
to employ Messrs. Aspinwall & Lincoln, civil engineers, to 
make a linear and topographical survey of the ground, and 
to give their suggestions as to the best mode of improving it, 
and making it fit for the purpose for which the town bought 
itin 1871. These gentlemen have made to the Committee a 
detailed report upon the whole scheme, accompanied by two 
plans, vne of which would cost $19,590, and the other $28,- 
160. From this report it appears that the entire improve- 
ment at present would cost more than the town would 
probably be willing to appropriate for it. By waiting until 
the Riverdale improvement is carried out, a considerable 
part of the present cost would be saved. 

Under these circumstances, the Committee decided to rec- 
ommend for the present only the grading of the playground 
on its northerly (or Aspinwall Avenue) side, on the westerly 
(or railroad) side, and on the Brookline-avenue side, and the 
planting of trees on these portions as soon as graded. Messrs. 
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Aspinwall & Lincoln submitted an estimate of the cost of - 


this partial improvement. 

The Committee recommend the appropriation of $4,500 for 
the purpose of carrying out this improvement. As the 
charges of Messrs. Aspinwall & Lincoln have not been paid, 
the Committee recommend the re-appropriation of $250, voted 
June 80, 1886, no part of it having been expended. 

The reports of Messrs. Aspinwall & Lincoln are appended 
to the Committee’s report.

DrAR Sir, — We respectfully submit for the consideration 


of your Committee two designs for grading the Brookline 


Avenue Playground in Brookline. 

The object which we understand the Committee to have in 
view, is to render this tract of land an attractive and con- 
venient place of resort for the people of the neighborhood, 

having in mind that it was purchased by the town for a play- 
- ground, and not as a park; and it has been the endeavor to 
carry out that idea at as low a’ cost as possible. 

With so limited an area, it seemed as if the only landscape 
effect to be allowed were lawn and trees, the latter to be 
near the boundaries only, leaving a large open space in the 
centre for ball-playing. 

Until the Muddy River Parkway shall have been con- 
structed and Muddy River diverted, it seems to be clear that 
one of two courses concerning the channel of the brook near 
Brookline Avenue must be followed, either it must be left 


\ 
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open somewhat as now, or it must be carried through a ma- 
sonry conduit of large size, and consequently high cost. The 
smallest area of the culverts carrying the brook under Brook- 
line Avenue and Aspinwall Avenue, is about twenty square 
feet, and this is, in times of flood, taxed to its uttermost, and 
to diminish its area in the least would be to incur the risk of 
doing great damage to estates above. 

If the Muddy River Parkway, or Riverdale Road as it has 
been called, were not contemplated by the town, the policy 
of carrying the water through the playground in a brick con- 
duit of sufficient size would seem a most proper course to 
follow, but bearing in mind what we believe to be the fact, 
that it is intended at no distant day to divert the stream, so 
costly a piece of constrution does not seem a wise undertak- 
ing. We therefore are compelled to submit plans which 
leave the channel still an open waterway. 

In each of the two designs it is contemplated only to clean 
out the channel, shape its banks to a more permanent form, 
and replace some of the mud removed, by clean, coarse 
eravel. Whenever the water shall be carried through the 
parkway, the abandoned channel can be filled, and the whole 
playground made into unbroken lawn. | 

The general motive in each of the two designs is the 
same, ie., to make a lawn available in all parts with easy 
slopes, and as much level ground as possible. It seemed 
especially desirable to conceal as far as possible the low level 
of the land as compared with Aspinwall Avenue; and to ac- 
complish this, the grade from that street was made a long 
slope, easy enough in the steepest portion for walking. 

The main difference in the two schemes les in the steep- 
ness of the maximum grades from Aspinwall Avenue parallel 
to Brookline Avenue. In the first design, this maximum is 
taken at seven (7) feet in one hundred, and in the second, it 
is made ten (10) feet in the same distance. The first plan 
would probably present a more pleasing appearance to the eye, 
but the second possesses the two advantages of lower cost, 
and leaving more space for ball-playing. 

Other than this difference in the slopes, there is no essen- 
tial difference between the two designs. 
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The estimated cost of each of the two designs is as fol- 
lows : —

AT the Annual Meeting begun and holden March 80, 1886, 
and adjourned to April 14, 1886, the fifteenth article in the 
warrant, to wit, “To consider the subject of records and 
reports of town meetings, and proceedings of town officers,” 
was referred to a committee consisting of Messrs. William 
Aspinwall, Francis W. Lawrence, Benjamin F. Baker, Charles 
P. Ware, and Charles C. Soule. This Committee make the 
following report : — 

_ The Committee have held several meetings, and have dis- — 
cussed the subjects referred to them, and have arrived at the 
conclusion stated in this report. 

The records of the hamlet called “* Muddy River,” from 


November, 1634, when forming a part of the town of Boston, 


and of Brookline after its separation from the parent town in 
1705 to April, 1838, were printed in the year 1875, under the 
supervision of a special committee of four citizens, viz., 
Messrs. N. C. Towle, J. E. Hoar, J. W. Edgerly, B. F. Baker. » 

These records form an octavo volume of 704 pages, and 
have proved of great value and interest to all persons curious 
about the history of the early settlers of New England, and 
of their descendants. The later records, from 1838 to 1884, 


‘will be found to be more useful than the earlier records, al- 


though they may not possess so much interest in the eyes of 
the antiquarian. If the town should deem it best to print 
these records, the Committee are of opinion that they should 
be printed substantially in the same form as that of those 
already printed. 

The Committee have procured an estimate of the cost of 
copying for the press, printing, binding, etc., two hundred 
copies, which they give below. The cost of the five hundred 
copies of the records printed in 1875 was $2,950.

The Committee would suggest, that if the town should 
decide to print any of these records, one volume could be 
printed at a time, and thus only about one-third of the entire 
expense would be assessable in any one year. Jf the town 
should deem this course advisable, the Committee would sug- 
gest the expediency of printing the last volume (from 1870 to 
1884) first. The transactions of that period have more gen- 


eral interest to the Brookline public of to-day than those of 


the more remote time. 

If the town should decide to print any of these records, 
the Committee recommend that the work should be done 
under the supervision of a special committee of five citizens 
(of whom the Town Clerk should be one). ‘The Committee 
have not thought it advisable to recommend distinctly to the 
town the printing of all or any of the unpublished records, 
preferring to lay the facts before the citizens, and to leave it 


to them to decide. It has been suggested that if the wish to - 


have the records printed be earnest and general, the citizens 


> 
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- would subscribe for a sufficient number of copies to defray a 
part of the expense. The price of the volume of 1875 was 
fixed at three dollars, adh about half the actual cost per 
copy. 

The attention of the Géiinietws has been turned to the 
slight information had by the citizens generally, of the cur- 
rent affairs of the town. For this insufficient and not always 
accurate information, they depend upon the reports in the 
weekly papers; and, as many of the citizens do not read these 
papers, they do not obtain even the details reported in them. 

The Committee believe that it would be well for the town 

to furnish at least once a month to its citizens an authentic 
account of the business as it is transacted. With this view, 
they recommend the adoption of a by-law or vote, substantially 
as follows : — 

** All boards and committees of the town shall, on or before the first day 
of each month, hand to the Town Clerk a certified copy, in proper form for 
the printer, of their record of meetings held during the preceding month. 
These copies shall forthwith be arranged by the Town Clerk, and printed in 
the form of a Monthly Bulletin, which shall be distributed as other town 
ecm are distributed. 

‘** The Board of Selectmen chal, within two days after each meeting, cause 
a written copy of the record of the meeting to be made and handed to the 
Town Clerk, who shall have the same ready for examination during office 


hours, by any citizen, and shall cause it to be printed in the next issue of 
any paper printed in Brookline.”’ 


The Committee recommend the adoption of a by-law sub- 
stantially like the draught below. This would be a substitute 
for Section 24 of the present by-laws. 


“Tt shall be the duty of every board or officer in charge of a department 
to keep and to preserve complete and accurate records of all transactions, in 
books kept specially for the purpose, and regular files: of all papers. Such 
records of boards shall be made up as soon as may be after the day of the 
meeting, and shall be read and approved at the next meeting, and shall give 
the names of the members present, and their votes and proceedings. All 
such records and files shall, under the supervision of the board or officer 
designated to keep charge thereof, be open to public examination, and any 
person may take copies thereof. 

**Full indexes shall be kept of all records and papers filed.”’ 


The Committee have carefully considered the subject of 
having accurate reports made of the proceedings and debates 
of the town meetings, and of hearings on important mat- 
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ters before the Selectmen, and they have arrived at the con- 
clusion that such reports would be of great value and inter- 
est to the town in more ways than one. ‘The record made by 
the Town Clerk is necessarily little more than a history of the 
affirmative action of the town, without giving the intermedi- 
ate steps by which that action is reached, or the propositions 
which are rejected. If the proceedings and the remarks made 
by speakers were reported in short-hand, and written out and 
deposited in the Town’ Clerk’s office, the citizens would have 
the opportunity of ascertaining precisely what was done and 
what was not done, and what was said at the town meetings. 
In the year 1885-86 there were four meetings (including ad-’ 
journments) held in the evening. These meetings would 
average two hours and a half each. Supposing this to be a ~ 
fair estimate of the length of a town meeting, the cost of 
taking the notes and writing them out would be about fifty 
dollars for each meeting. The hearings before the Selectmen 
generally last a much shorter time, and of course would not 
cost so much. | 
The Committee are so firmly of the opinion that such 

reports would be of great value in themselves, and would 
tend to shorten the public discussions, that they recommend 
an appropriation of money for the purpose of carrying out 
the plans proposed in this report.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 





THE Water Board herewith present their report for 1886, 
being their eleventh annual report. 
At the annual Town Meeting held March 30, 1886, Wil- 
liam K. Melcher was elected a member of the Board for three 
years. | 
The terms of service of the members of the Board expire 
as follows : —

The Board organized April 2, by the choice of F. Hunne- 
well as Chairman, and F. F. Forbes as Clerk and Registrar, 
pro tem. ~The engineers and employees at the two pumping- 
stations remain as last year. 

This closes the first actual decade of the history of the 
water-works; the works being turned over to the town by 
the Commissioners having their construction in charge, in the 
spring of 1875, the first consumer being supplied: May 27 of 
that year, the number of registered takers then being 362. 
No charges were made for the water consumed during the 
balance of that fiscal year, the first accurate record of fix- 
tures being taken by the present Superintendent, and the first 
bills for water-rates issued January, 1876. 

In view of. the fact that a majority of the present Board 
have been identified with the works during these ten years, 
covering a period in which is embraced the entire reconstruc- 
tion of the low-service pumping-station, and construction of 
the high-service system, it is with no little pride and satisfac- 
tion we congratulate the citizens not only upon the present 
condition of the works, as well as the quality and abundance 
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of the water thus far provided, but also on the financial 
aspect, when is considered our extreme low rates as com- 
pared with those of surrounding cities and towns. 


Street Mains. 


All the extensions of street mains petitioned for at the 
commencement of the season, have been laid, with others 
which were embraced within the limit of expenditure, assur- 
ing not less than five per cent income upon the actual cost. 

These include on the high-service extension 8,636 feet 
of eight-inch pipe, and 1,283 feet of six-inch, in Boylston 
Street, and 1,168 feet of six-inch in Summit Avenue. On 
the low service, was laid 608 feet, ten-inch, in Sumner Road; 
518 fret, six inch, in Williams Street ; 546 feet, six-inch, in 
Edge Hill Road; 221 feet of six-inch in Fisher Avenue; 71 
feet of six-inch in Walnut Street; and 95 feet of eight-inch 
in Washington Street, near the bridge. ‘These extensions 
appear in detail in the report of the Superintendent. In all 
cases where a five per cent guaranty was required, the 
necessary bond has been given, and the five per cent for the 
first year collected in advance. 


Service Pipes. 


During the past year 115 service-pipes have been added, 
making the total number since the introduction of the water, — 
1,893. 

Filtering Galleries. : 

At the time of making the last annual report, an almost 
unprecedented flood was at its height in this vicinity, and 
some doubts were entertained as to the condition the reced- 
ing waters would leave our galleries and other works about 
the low-service pumping-station. But they were found, upon 
inspection, in a sound condition; and with the exception of 
the work upon the boiler-foundations, referred to elsewhere, 
no unusual repairs were required. 

Appropriations have been made, and the Water Board the 
past two years have been sinking test-wells, and otherwise 
investigating with a view to the extension of the galleries, a 
movement which cannot be delayed with safety much longer. 
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The capacity of the galleries should be regarded from their 
lowest yield, which, of course, occurs in the driest season, 
and at a time when the greatest demand is made upon the 
whole works. 

The engineer having charge of the construction of the 
works, estimated, and experience has verified the accuracy of 
the estimate, that our present galleries could be relied upon 
for an average daily yield of 750,000 gallons thtoughout the 
meyear. 

Whiie this quantity is proving ample for seven months of 
the year, it is quite evident they are even now inadequate, 
with an average daily’ consumption, through the summer 
months, of 840,000 gallons, as was the experience the past 
season. With these facts before us, it must be apparent that 
an extension of the galleries will be imperative before a great 
while, and the Water Board would earnestly recommend that 
this matter be carefully and timely considered, in order that 
the work may be done, before the pressing emergency com- 
pels it. 

Buildings and Machinery. 

With the exception of a coat of paint needed on the en- 
gineer’s house, at Cow Bay, we can say all the buildings and 
machinery at both pumping-stations are in excellent con- 
dition. 

The work upon the foundations of the two boilers at the 
low-service stations, authorized by the town at the last an- 
nual meeting, has been done in a substantial manner, and 
within the estimated cost. The Worthington engine at this 
station has been very thoroughly overhauled the past season 
by the engineer in charge, and the steam-pipes and portion of 
the engine coated with the Fossel meal coating, to prevent 

radiation. 
High-Service System. 

We are able to chronicle at this time the first full year’s 
working of the High Service, and commend the condition of 
the works. The buildings have thus far proven most con- 
venient as well as substantial, and certainly, architecturally, 
an ornament to the part of the town in which they are 
located. The new Blake pump is working well, and has 
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proved capable of doing easily the high duty promised 
for it. 

With the extension of the high-service mains over the 
summit of the Corey Hill, and over Boylston Street to nearly 
the extreme western limit of the town, the system may be | 
considered well established. For particulars of the con- 
sumption during the year with this, and also the low service, 
special reference is made to the Engineer’s reports herewith 
annexed. 

Meters. 

The total number of meters in use is 121, 26 being at- 
tached during the past year. 

The Board from time to time has called the attention of 
the town to our exceptionally large consumption, and propor- 
tionally large waste, which was carefully elaborated by tables 
in the last annual report (see p. 175), with earnest recommen- 
dation that more attention be given to the meter-system, with 
the view principally of checking this great waste, and thus 
make a saving in the pumping expenses of our maintenance 
account. Authority has been given the Board to attach 
meters in cases where it is impossible to estimate otherwise 
the quantity of water used; and it is their conviction this 
plan should be made general with all large estates having a 
long stretch of service-pipe with many outlets, not so much 
with the view of increasing the revenue, as a check upon ~ 
leaks or waste, which cannot be traced otherwise. 

Our most thoughtful citizens, appreciating the fact that 
our fine water-supply is a limited quantity, will cheerfully 
sustain the proper authorities in their efforts to preserve this 
supply in quantity as well as quality. 


Grounds. 

The grounds about the pumping-stations are in good con- 
dition. The lowest places and bog-holes over the line of the 
filtering-galleries have been filled up and levelled off during 
the past season, with good clean gravel, which accounts largely 
for the colorless condition of the water. 

The grounds and fencing about the reservoir on Fisher 
Hill are not in so attractive a condition, and will require 
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some special attention the coming year. 
Reservoir finished, and Fisher Avenue put and kept

~The extension of a main on Sumner Road from the rail- 
road bridge to Tappan Street, petitioned for by Arthur W.

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SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT ON THE EXTENSION OF 
THE WATER WORKS. 


SINCE closing the annual report, a petition has been pre- 
~ sented the Water Board, asking that a six-inch main be laid 
in Waverly Place, from Cypress. Street to Thayer Street, 
there connecting with the two pipes from Davis Avenue and 
Washington Street. This is over the location of the new 
town way just laid out. The pipe in the old portion is but 
a two-inch, too small for much further supply or for hydrants, 
and would have to be disturbed in any event in building the 
street and constructing a sewer. The distance contemplated 
in this extension is 1,150 feet, and the estimated cost, includ- 
ing two hydrants, is $1,550.15. 

The Water Board have considered the matter, and regard 
this a most proper time for extending the main, and for pro- | 
viding this rapidly growing district with further protection 
in case of fire. They would therefore recommend the pas- 
sage of the following vote : — } | 

Voted, That the sum of $1,550 be added to the sum already reported 


for the extension of the water works, the same being for extension of a 
six-inch main in Waverly Place. 


The Water Board would furthermore call attention to the 
facts, that in Harrison Place, now laid out as a highway of 
the town, and in process of construction as far as Aspinwall 
Avenue, there is no water-main for a distance of 426 feet from 
Harvard Street, and but a two-inch pipe from there to the 
end of the present place, and but one hydrant. The residents 
upon the place now receive their water-supply, a part from 
Andem Place, and a part from Webster Place. 

If as is claimed by the advocates of this new street, it is 
to be extended to Kent Street sooner or later, and thus mak- 
ing a short and direct avenue to Longwood, from the centre 
of the village, it is evident some provision should soon be 
made for extending a water-main through it, and of sufficient 
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size to re-inforce the water-supply of the Longwood portion 
of the town, which is piped too small for its present necessi- 
ties even, in cases of fire. 

It is the opinion of the Water Board, that not less than a 
ten-inch pipe should be laid there, even if extended the pres- 
ent season no farther than there are buildings, a distance of 
800 feet from Harvard Street. 

The estimated cost of this extension, sstce one hy- 
drant, is $1,708. 

These facts are respectfully submitted for such action by 
the town, as the circumstances may seem to demand.

Total number laid to date, 1,898; of these 1,836 are now 
in use, and 57 shut off. 

Cement-lined iron pipe was generally used, and our faith 
in this pipe is as strong as ever. Lead is laid where the 
owner of the property to be supplied prefers it. 


Reservoir, Grounds around Pumping-Stations, and 
Filtering-Galleries. 
_Under the above heads, nothing has been done except in 
way of maintenance. 
Quite extensive repairs are needed on the fence around 
the reservoir. ‘This fence was built about twelve years ago, 
and many of the posts and rails are now rotten. 


Hydrants. 

Most of the labor expended on the hydrants has been in 
way of inspection, and during the winter months this forms 
quite an item of expense.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 





PUMPING-STATION, BROOKLINE WATER-WORKS, 
West Roxpury, Feb. 5, 1887. 


To the Brookline Water Board. 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer for the year ending Jan. 31, 1887. 

The quantity of water pumped during the year is 258,496,- 
614 gallons, an increase of eleven and one-half million gal- 
lons over last year. The duty of the engines is slightly less 
than last year. The cost of pumping one million gallons to 
reservoir is $22.50. 

Pumping-Engines. 

The engines are in good condition, but need painting. 
Engine No. 1 was shut down for several weeks in the early 
part of the spring; the air-pumps being submerged owing 
to the extraordinary height of the river. The supply was 
kept up by Engine No. 2, a temporary exhaust-pipe having 
been fitted to the steam-cylinders, and run through a window 
in engine-room. Whilst running Engine No. 2, I thoroughly 
overhauled the steam-ends and air-pumps of Engine No. 1. 
A new valve-rod was fitted to high-pressure steam-chest, and 
the low-pressure valve-rod was trued up in lathe. New pins 
were fitted to balance-piston and air-pump links, the bal- 
ance-piston rings re-fitted, and every thing connected with 
steam-cylinders put in first-class order. ‘The receiver, and 
the forward steam-cylinder heads of Engine No. 1, and the 
steam-pipe and drums of both boilers, have been covered 
with fossil meal. The water-cylinders will be overhauled 
this year. 7 

I again respectfully recommend that a condenser be at- 
tached to Engine No.2. It would more than pay interest on 
its cost, in saving of coal whilst using it on our old engine, 
and it would answer for a new engine when we need one. 

Both of our engines — although they are doing excellent 
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service —are behind the times as regards economy of fuel. 
In this respect I would call attention to the fact, that the 
builders of the engines have offered to connect, free of cost, 
to all of their old-style engines, their new ‘ High Duty At- 
tachment,” and agree to receive pay for it in yearly instal- 
ments, the sum paid each year not to exceed the value of the 
fuel saved by the improvement. 


Boilers. 

Early in the spring I reported that the boiler foundations, 
which had been settling for several years, needed looking 
_after. A boiler inspector was sent out to the pumping-sta- 
tion, and he, after a rather hasty examination, reported the 
foundations to be all right, and Boiler No. 1 burnt at the 
water-line. In order to afford an opportunity for a thorough 
examination of the boiler at this point, the brickwork was 
taken down, and the plates — both above and below the water- 
line — were scraped clean, and then carefully examined in- 
side and outside by the same inspector. With the exception 
of a slight deposit of grease on the inside of the boiler, the 
boiler was pronounced to be in first-class condition. It was 
then decided to examine the foundation, but no foundation 
could be found, except a few inches of stone laid on top of 
earth filling. It was necessary to excavate to a depth of six 
feet in order to reach a proper bottom for the new foundation 
which was putin. Both boilers were re-set in a very thor- 
ough manner, and an air space left between the settings. 
This enables the furnace of either boiler to be re-lined with- 
out disturbing the lining of the other. Part of the feed-pipe 
was renewed, the old pipe being corroded. A Kennedy gate- 
valve was put in steam-pipe between the boilers, and a Ban- 
nister rocking-grate fitted to furnace of Boiler No. 1. 

The boilers and settings are now in first-class condition.

HIGH-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 





HIGH-SERVICE PUMPING-STATION, 
BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1887. 
To the Brookline Water Board. 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to present herewith the 
report of the Engineer of the High-Service aS Station, 
for the year ending Jan. 31, 1887. 

The engines have been thoroughly py erhacied. and are in 
good condition. Very little repairs have been required the 
past year. 

The boiler has been inspected, and no repairs will be needed 
on it for some time. 

A damper regulator was attached to the boiler last Febru- 
ary, which regulates the steam better than any other kind I 
ever used, and since its introduction the engine gives a better 
duty. The engine, however, would show a much better duty 
if it was in operation ten or twelve hours each day, but so 
far it has not been necessary to run it more than four or five 
hours at one time, and not oftener than three times a week, 
even in the driest weather, and it will be seen that the coal 
used to start fires, heat the boiler-setting and engines, forms 
quite a per cent of the fuel consumed while pumping. 

The consumption of water shows a marked increase. The 
amount consumed for the last quarter of last year was 2,708,- 
605 gallons, against 4,066,976 gallons for the corresponding 
quarter of this year.. 

There was consumed in July over three million gallons ; 
and on July 7 it was the largest for any one day, when it 
reached 163,472 gallons. 

_ As it will require more room for coal the coming year, the 
present shed will not be large enough for both wood and 
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coal as at present; therefore I would suggest a new shed be 
built for wood. : 


Every thing about the grounds and buildings are in good 
order.

TAIRIIETH’ ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES. 


THE thirtieth annual report of the Trustees, together with 
the report of the Treasurer of the Board and that of the 
Librarian, is herewith submitted. 

The Treasurer’s report shows the Hall Fund and the Gard- 
ner Fund to be well invested, and the income as regularly 
paid in. From the report of the Librarian it will be seen that 
the usual number of choice works have been purchased from 
these sources. 

The condition of the books for a hard-worked library is 
good. The juveniles and favorite works of fiction are con- 
tinually wearing out, and are as often replaced. 

The present number of volumes is 31,632. 

The number of volumes added during the year, by gift or 
purchase, is 1,006." 

The average daily circulation during the year has been 
136 volumes for home use, or 157 volumes for home and 
library use. 

The total circulation for the year has been 47,921 volumes. 

The work of, every department has been accomplished in a 
manner which meets the heartiest approval of the Board. 

The story of the year has been saddened by the death of 
Hon. Thomas Parsons, the honored’ President of the Board, 
which occurred on Friday, October 22, 1886. 

Mr. Parsons was chosen President, at the first meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, in the year 1857, and has been annu- 
ally re-elected to the office, with the exception of three years, 
during a large portion of which he was travelling abroad. 

At a special meeting held October 28, the following reso- 
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lutions were unanimously passed, and have been spread upon 
the records : — 


WHEREAS, In the death of Hon. Thomas Parsons, the Brookline Public 
Library has lost a friend, who, from its origin, has been constant and 
devoted in its support ; 

Resolved, That we, the Trustees, cause to be placed upon our records, and

We honor him as one of the Founders of this Library, whose labor was 
freely given to its establishment, and whose valued counsel has contributed 
to its success.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


Brook Ling, Feb. 1, 1887. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline ‘Pabtee Inbrary. 


GENTLEMEN. — In accordance with the usual custom, my 
fifteenth annual report is herewith most respectfully sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

Taken all in all, the year ending Jan. 31, 1887, has been 
one of the most satisfactory years that it has been my privi- 
lege to report; not because of phenomenal circulation, or 
excessive statistics of any kind, but because the library has 
done more genuinely helpful and useful work than ever 
before, especially in aiding and supplementing school and 
other educational work. 

By this I mean to say, that, apart from the supply of books 
for ordinary reading, there has been an active demand upon 
the better resources of the library, for purposes of study and 
investigation, and I can but feel that in such work the library 
best fulfils the aim of its founders, and the wishes of its 
friends. 

All that was said on this topic in my last report might be 
repeated with emphasis in the present instance, and it is 
cause for congratulation that much of the material which 
has lain dormant upon our shelves for years, has at last been 
called into frequent service, with most favorable results. 

The tendency to seek information is steadily increasing ; 
and every successful investigation leads to a wider com- 
prehension of our manifold resources, and a clearer recog-— 
nition of the fact that there is a practical yous side to 
the library. 

When this recognition, which is now but partial, shall 
have become general, it is easy to foresee that our future 
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work is to be in line with the advanced movement now vur- 
snt among the leading libraries of the day. 


Condition. 

The net gain for the year, as will be seen under the head of 
accessions, amounts to 895 volumes, which, added to the last 
reported figures, makes a total,of 31,737 volumes; but from 
this number we have to deduct 105 volumes of duplicate 
public documents sent to Washington for exchange, leaving 
31,632 volumes as the aggregate number now in the library. 

In reference to the above-mentioned disposition of dupli- 
cates, I beg to say that they were sent in compliance with a 
special request from the Department of the Interior to the 
principal libraries, asking that such duplicates as could be 
spared should be sent to that department, with a view to 
effecting exchanges with other libraries, for the purpose of 
supplying deficiencies and completing sets wherever possible. 

The opportunity, not only to relieve our over-crowded 
duplicate room, but to secure other much desired documents 
in completion of our own sets, was embraced, and our list 
of needs checked off and duly forwarded; but as yet the 
returns have failed to come in. Business through govern- 
ment departments being proverbially slow, we shall doubt- 
less receive our quota of exchanges in time. 

The average condition of the books has been satisfactorily 
maintained by the usual processes of addition by gift and 
purchase, subtraction of worn-out books, multiplication of 
clean covers, and division of labor thereon. 

Among the books in perpetual use, 107 volumes have been 
judged too shabby for further use, and have been necessarily 
replaced, 424 others have been re-bound, and 8,531 have 
been freshly covered. 

The leather bindings, throughout the library, are begin- 
ning to succumb to the combined and deadly influence of 
gas and furnace heat, so that much repairing and re-binding 
will be required in the course of the coming year. Fortu- 
nately, these books are among those least called for, else the 
work would have been necessary long ago. 

All other library property is generally well preserved, 
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although the gallery floor in the book-hall is out of repair, 
and some signs of age and decrepitude are manifest in the 
furniture. I regret to say, too, that some mischievous de- 
facements of walls and woodwork are noticeable, especially 
at the desk in the delivery-room. 


Accessions. 


We have not attained the full measure of last year’s 
record in accessions, but have kept well up to the general 
average, which is always satisfactory. The total entry of 
new books amounts to 1,006; but, owing to the withdrawal 
and replacement of 111 volumes, the net gain to the library 
has been only 895 volumes. 

Many valuable works have been bought, including Win- 
sor’s ‘Narrative and Critical History of America,” Trum- 
bull’s “ Memorial History of Hartford County,” Smith’s 
“ History of Berkshire County,” Farrow’s “ Military Ency- 
clopeedia,” Bradley’s “ Atlas of the World,’ Lightfoot’s 
“Apostolic Fathers,’ Wraxall’s “ Memoirs,” Brewer’s “ Henry 
VIII.,” Longfellow’s ‘* Life of Henry W. Longfellow,” Gen. 
Grant’s ‘Personal Memoirs,” ‘“ Letters of George Sand,” 
Blaine’s “Twenty Years of Congress,’ Greeley’s “ Three 
Years’ of Arctic Service,’ Benjamin's “ Persia,” Trotter’s 
‘* Marocco,” Porter’s “ Rambles in Old Boston,” three addi- 
tional volumes of Alexander Hamilton’s * Works,” and four 
volumes in continuation of Stephen's * Dictionary of National 
Biography.” | 

We have received as gifts 211 volumes, 187 pamphlets, 
and 225 unbound numbers of old magazines and reviews, 
besides several papers and serials which have come to us 
regularly on publication. 

Among the larger gifts may be mentioned the *“ Revue des 
deux Mondes” (1873-79), from Hon. William Aspinwall ; 
the continuations of the ‘“ Census Reports,” and the “ Official 
Records of the War of the Rebellion,” from Hon. John W. 
Candler ; “ United States Congressional Documents for 1885,” - 
from Hon. Theodore Lyman; “ Annual Reports of Chief of 
Engineers, U.S.A.” (1876-85), from Professor George L.: 
Vose; ‘Comprehensive Commentary on the Holy Bible,” 
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from Mr. William Dearborn; five copies of the ‘“ Drainage 
Commission Report,’ from Mr. Clement K. Fay; together 
with miscellaneous books and pamphlets from Miss Emma 
Loring, Mr. Charles L. Palmer, Mr. Edward S. Philbrick, 
Professor Charles 8. Sargent, Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, and 
others. 

We are also indebted to the public libraries of Boston, 
Milwaukee, and Toledo, for valuable catalogues, and to 
various other libraries for bulletins and reports. ) 


Circulation. 


An encouraging feature of the circulation for the past 
year has been the decided increase in the use of books within 
the library building. Much of this welcome change in the | 
order of things is directly due to school-work, which, in turn, 
is the undoubted outgrowth of a very general movement in 
our cities and towns, toward bringing schools and libraries 
into closer working relations. 

Our library was among the first to suggest the mutual 
benefit of such relations, and to take the initiative in our 
town, by voluntarily increasing the library privileges of our 
public-school teachers, with special reference to their school- 
work. Having thus opened the way, in all good will, the 
library has waited patiently for the consummation of its long- 
cherished desire, meanwhile serving teachers and pupils 
whenever opportunity offered, until something like a promise 
of success has been attained, as witness the past year’s ex- 
perience. 

Nor has the good work stopped with the schools; we 
have had teachers and members of private classes in art, 
literature, and music, constantly consulting our books in 
pursuit of topics allied to their subjects of study, and the 
boys of our High School Debating Club have come freely to 
the library for information upon the questions in debate, find- 
ing, in almost every instance, ample material for their needs. 

Personally, I have taken special pains with the debating 
club, because I felt that a good opportunity presented itself 
in which to inculcate a knowledge of the value.of books and 
how to use them, and I shall be much disappointed if some 
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of the young gentlemen have not learned to set a new value 
upon the library in consequence. 

The rest of the story of circulation may be briefly told. 
Since the last report, 718 additional names have been added 
to the register, making a total of 2,154 cards now in use. 
The library has been open 805 full days, during which 41,516 © 
volumes were sent out for home use, and 6,406 books were 
used in the library, making a total use of 47,921 volumes, at 
an average of 136 outgoing books per day, and a Berea 
average of 157 on the entire delivery. 

It will be seen by these figures that the home circulation 
has fallen off but slightly from last year, although much below 
our old average. 

This may be accounted for, in part, by the fact that a 
number of families in Brookline and. Longwood patronize 
the “ Mudie Library,” which very obligingly delivers books 
at one’s door, and as regularly calls for their return, thus 
saving both time and trouble to the subscribers. 

The account of fines shows that we have collected $144.82 
upon overdue books, and $20.88 upon torn and otherwise — 
. injured books, making the gross receipt from fines $165.70. 

‘The finable books necessitated the sending of 3,327 postal 
notices. 

Books have been defaced in every imaginable way, upon 
which fines were duly imposed. In five cases the injuries 
were beyond repair, and have been replaced (with one ex- 
ception) at the expense of the borrowers. Three books have 
been lost; two of them were borrowed and never returned, 
by individuals whose present place of abode is unknown. 
The money value in either case is small. The third loss will 
be made good by the loser, unless search for the missing 
book proves successful. 


Reading-Room. 


While the book-department has shown gains in efficient 
work, it is gratifying to note that the patronage of the read- 
ing-room has greatly increased, and that it has seldom been 
without readers. The Trustees will doubtless remember the 
time when a dozen persons in Gardner Hall, for the entire 
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day, would have been an exceptionally large number, and 
the tables surrounded by readers, as now, an unheard of 
thing. 

The supply of periodical literature has always been liberal, 
and the wonder is that its appreciation and use should not 
have been even more marked in all the years gone by. 

Having thus reviewed the library-year, and presented its 
principal points of interest, it only remains to say that in 
every department there is cause for general satisfaction.

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In the last annual report, reference was made to the fact 
that Miss Abbie W. Deane, whose long. and faithful service 
in the High School had been thoroughly appreciated by the 
Board, found herself compelled, by the failure of her health, 
to ask for an extended leave of absence. This was willingly 
granted by the Committee, in the hope that rest from labor, 
for a time, would enable her to resume her place with new 
vigor.. The close of the school-year found her somewhat 
improved, but not strong enough, in the opinion of her 
physician, to come back to us; and she therefore tendered 
her resignation, which was reluctantly accepted. The Com- 
mittee, in a minute adopted at the time; expressed their sense 
of the great value of her instruction, the devotion to duty: 
she had always displayed, and their regret that she found 
herself obliged to dae the place she had so done and 
acceptably filled. 


In the Pierce Grammars School Miss ae EK. Edwards had x 


resigned to accept a position in a distant city, and Miss Alice 
E. Gage is for the present filling the vacancy. In the Pierce 
Primary School, the number of pupils in attendance has in- ~ 
creased so considerably, that we have found it advisable to 
appoint Miss Catharine L. Pierce as an assistant in Miss 
Draper’s room. In the Lawrence School a new room has 
been opened, and Miss M. A..Cushman transferred thither 
from the Ward School. Miss S. D. Newton, who has been 
with us upwards of fourteen years, has found it necessary. to 
ask for leave of absence for a short period,:and her place is. 
for the present filled by Miss Helen F. Wetherbee. In the 
Ward School, Miss Frances K. Lamprey has been appointed. 
to succeed Miss Cushman, transferred ; Miss Emma L. Stokes’ 
succeeds Miss M. E. Presby; resigned; and. Miss H 
Palmer has taken Miss 8. A. Crosby’s place, whol 
signed. Miss 8. C. Hayward, who was teaching in 
School last year,. has been transferred to one 
rooms in the Lincoln School, and the classes in th 
lately added to that building have been given to 
W. Morey. In the Heath School, Miss Delia A. 
been transferred from the Newton-street School, an 
E. Hyde assigned to the care of the latter school. 
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Furbush resigned her position as drawing teacher, at the 
close of the year, and Miss Mary A. Hurlbut was elected to 
sueceed her. Col. Charles E. Hapgood has been. appointed 
special instructor in military drill. 


The general condition of the public schools will appear 
from the reports of the various sub-committees below, and of 
the Superintendent of Grammar and Primary Schools. The 
_ health of the scholars has for the most part been good, and 
the percentage of attendance, of the average number re- 
corded, nearly the same as in previous years. : 

About the time of opening the fall term, the prevalence of 
scarlet-fever, followed by several fatal cases, in that part of 
the town known as “ Kimball Farm,” caused some. alarm, and 
a falling off to a considerable extent in the attendance on the 
schools in that vicinity. The progress of the disease was 
checked by the prompt measures taken by the proper authori- 
‘ties; and there has been no marked renewal of the trouble, 
though there have been a few cases through the winter. 

The decrease in attendance was most manifest in the 
primary schools in that neighborhood, so that, as will be seen | 
__ bya table given on another page, the whole number of scholars 
in that grade is thirty-two less than was reported last year, 
notwithstanding the large increase in the number of pupils 
in schools of a corresponding grade in other parts of the 
town. ‘The reduction is to be accounted for, by the death of 
several of the younger children, the application of the rules 
of the Board of Health, which excluded all, so far as known, 
who had been endangered, and the natural unwillingness of 
parents to allow their children to attend school where they 
might perhaps. be exposed to infection. Some children who 
would have been sent to school for the first time, with the be- 
ginning of the half-year, are still detained at home on simi- 
lar apprehensions. When the next school-year begins, we 
have good reason: eo expect a large increase in these classes.

. «Che ie of pupils in the younger classes of the gram- 
mar schools and in primary classes, in other sections, as 
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mentioned above, has. increased to such an extent that it 
was with great difficulty that accommodation could be found 
for all who applied at the beginning of the school-year. 
Several rooms were uncomfortably crowded, and a special 
committee was appointed to make the necessary transfer and 
classification of scholars. The report of this committee is 
appended : — 


The action of the town in providing for the construction of a grammar- 
school building on: Boylston Street, and a primary-school building on 
Brookline Avenue, will meet the necessities of that section of the town for 
many years to come. . It satisfies a long-felt want, and will prove a very great 
benefit to that large school population. 

At the opening of the schools, last September, we found that the rooms 
for the lower grammar classes in the Pierce and Lawrence schools were in a 
crowded condition, and the pupils could not be accommodated. We were 
compelled to make transfers of pupils from the Pierce sixth class to the 
Lawrence and Boylston schools, and from the Lawrence fourth and sixth_ 
classes to the Longwood and Pierce schools. These transfers are annoying 
to all parties concerned, but they were unavoidable, and the best arrange- 
ments possible were made. The same difficulty will oceur next year in 
respect to these classes. We have been. considering what course to recom- 
mend; whether it would be necessary to enlarge the Pierce primary, or the 
Lawrence school buildings. Many of the parents in the Longwood district 
have urged the formation of lower primary classes in the Lawrence School. 
It is not considered desirable to combine the grammar and primary depart- 
ments in one building, and the separation of these is exactly what we are ~ 
seeking to accomplish in the construction of the school-buildings in the 
present Ward School district. So that we are not prepared to advise the 
further enlargement of the Lawrence School, in order to provide for primary 
pupils. 

We believe the Pierce primary-school building’ should be enlarged by 
the addition of two rooms; but, in view of the Jarge expenditure by the 
town for school-buildings the present year, it may be deemed advisable to 
defer action until another year. Should the town so decide, we will make 
the best possible arrangements, by transfers and otherwise, to meet the 
wants of the district, though many pupils and Se m be ‘put to some 
inconvenience. * CY Str EG Gare 
. The proposed widening of Beacon Street, and the ; » Harvard 












school has received the primary pupils of the RCRA é - 
The future location of this school is an impor ee ma be considered. 
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should be selected, and the building commenced, the moment the widening 
of Beacon Street is authorized by the town. In view of this, we would rec- 
ommend an appropriation of $20,000 for the building, in addition to the 
land to be furnished by the town. The building should be completed so as 
to be ready for occupancy next September. It is desirable to have this 
located so as to be accessible for children residing in proximity to the Law- 
rence School. This plan will relieve the Lawrence School, and will enable 
us to provide for the wants of this district for another year, without further 
changes; and it seems to be the most desirable way out of our present diffi- 
culties.

As has been stated in previous reports, the course of study 
in the High School is arranged to fit for college in four or five 


years, as the ability of pupils may require. 


The English 
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course in this school occupies four years. From the: neces- 
sity of the case, there are, as will be seen, in many of the 
schools both grammar and primary scholars, especially in the 
younger classes of the former. This prevents a more perfect 
division of the table into .grammar and primary schools. 

In the High School each teacher gives instruction in certain 
branches, to pupils of different classes. The table shows, in 
connection with the report on the High School, what our 
teachers are doing. 


Special Studies. 


The interest among many of our citizens in the study of 
physiology, hygiene, etc., makes it proper to mention them 
more particularly than would otherwise be necessary. In- 
struction has been given in all the schools in town in these 
branches, and with special reference to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants, and narcotics, as required by recent stat- 
utes. In the last annual report we referred to the difficulty 
of imparting suitable instruction on such subjects to children 
in primary schools, the text-books, as a rule, being entirely 
above their comprehension ; and oral instruction in these 
branches, as in several others taught in this grade, seems to 
be all that can be given, and probably all that was intended 
by the framers of the law. Early in the year, Blaisdell’s 
“ How to Keep Well” was adopted for use in the primary 
schools, aud supplied to the teachers. In addition, also, to 
the text-books mentioned in the last report, another, entitled 
* Lectures on School Hygiene,” has lately been introduced 
as a text-book for teachers’ use. 

At a meeting of our teachers very recently, an interesting 
lecture was given them on the effects of alcohol on the sys- 
tem, illustrated by a chart of a novel character. Its value so 
commended it to members of the Committee and teachers 
present, that its purchase has been ordered by the Board, 
and it will be used in teaching this subject the coming year. 

Of special instruction in other matters, we have to say, 
that the time allotted to the music-teacher has been increased 

~, during the year, in consequence of the increase in the num- 
ber of rooms and pupils. The Board contemplate having a 
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simple exhibition of the musical attainments of the scholars, 
in the Town Hall, before the close of the year. They are 
considering, also, the expediency of increasing the time to be 
given to scholars by the special instructor in drawing. While 
the number of scholars has grown so rapidly since the first 
appointment of a drawing-teacher was made, no more time 
has been allowed to her, and the consequence has been, that 
her visits to the various rooms have necessarily become very 
brief, — too much so to secure results of real value. 


Industrial Education. 


Those pupils who desired, had the usual opportunity of 
attending the instruction given in the Summer vacation, pro- 
vided for by the appropriation for the purpose of industrial 
education. The methods employed were the same as have 
been reported to the town in former years, and by some of 
the pupils a gratifying proficiency was attained. The benefit 
of this plun has been proved to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee, who recommend its continuance, and that the same 
amount should be appropriated as last year. The attendance 
was encouraging, and at the close of the term a public exhi- 
bition of the work of the pupils was given, and much interest 
was shown by those who came. Some of the work was so 
skilfully done as to surprise those who were not before aware | 
of what has been accomplished by this school. 

When the new building is finished on Boylston Street, it 
is hoped to make industrial education a more prominent part 
of our course, and utilize one of the rooms in the basement 
for this department. 

In November last, at a meeting of the School Com- 
mittee and the Advisory Board, the ladies proposed that 
the School Committee should authorize the establishment of 
a cooking-school for girls in the upper classes of the grammar 
schools; the instruction to be a course of twelve lessons, 
under the supervision of the ladies of the Advisory Board. 
Attendance on the lessons was to be limited to pupils selected 
from the schools, and was to be obligatory. The necessary 
equipment was furnished without expense to the town, 
and a course of lessons has already begun. The plan pro- 
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posed three classes, of six pupils each, who should receive 
one lesson a week for twelve weeks. It was regarded as an 
experiment, but if it prove a success, and meet the hopes of 
the committees, it is designed to make it a part of the 
required course, should the town approve, under the law 
authorizing industrial instruction. 

The plan met the approval of the Board, and has been 
carried out as successfully as could reasonably be expected, 
with the means at hand. It aims to impart practical instruc- 
tion in a matter of prime importance to the preservation of 
health, — the basis on which increased attention to physiology 
and hygiene is required. It is a step in advance, — meeting 
some of the objections offered against industrial education in- 
our public schools, in that it was limited to boys; for this 
gives an opportunity for the acquisition, by girls, of knowl- 
edge which will be valuable to them, whatever may be their 
station in life: and if it can be successfully carried out, as 
we believe with proper instruction and supervision it certain- 
ly can be, it may be made of great value to some who could 
in no other way obtain the experience and skill so essential 
to health and the happiness of home. 

The results thus: far accomplished have led the Advisory 
Board to recommend a vacation school for girls, and their 
suggestions, contained in a paper presented to the Board, are 
approved by the Committee. Their plan, and the arguments 
in its favor, which will, we have no doubt, commend them- 
selves to the town, are as follows :— 


The ladies of the Advisory Board, and a few others associated with them for 
the purpose, desire to present to the attention of the School Committee the 
importance of opening a vacation school for girls, during the coming sum- 
mer, to supply the same want which has already been met for the boys. | 
They would suggest that the same sum appropriated for the boys’ vacation . 
_ schoo! ($250) should be allowed for the girls, and that some suitable rooms 
in one of the school-buildings should be assigned for the purpose. 

The ladies undersigned offer their services to the Committee, in arranging 
and supervising such a school, and would hope to organize classes in cooking 
and sewing. 

They are also anxious to express their strong interest in the introduction 
of industrial training into our Brookline schools, and to present some of the 
reasons for so doing that seem to them most important and convincing. 

The first establishment of our public schools may be regarded as an act

of self-defence on the part of the founders of our Republic. It was in no 

sense an act of philanthropy. The clearly avowed object was to produce 
a higher and better citizenship, a more intelligent and self-dependent 
population. Remembering this, it becomes evident that any modification of 
the present public-school methods must be proved to be educational in the 
broadest sense. We are at the bar of the State and the tax-payer, and these 
have a right to demand that we give, in return for their investment, the 
thing they have bargained for, namely, that which le a population 
better fitted to support and to govern themselves. 

Now this is precisely what we claim for industrial trating as it is now 
conducted in the classes to which the children from the public schools in 
Boston are sent. Men and women who are made capable of sound reason- 
ing, observant, cautious, self-reliant, are likely to be good citizens them- 
selves, and to be the parents of good citizens. The lessons in making a 
loaf of bread, or a careful mortise, are also better lessons in chemistry and 
physics than most of those to be found in our school text-books, and, as now 
taught, are object-lessons, language-lessons, drawing and writing lessons, as 
well. 

Children who are not easily reached through the printed page, are often. 
aroused to intelligent interest in abstract ideas which are conveyed to them 
through manual training. 

For these reasons, we hope the schoolhouse to be built in Boylston Street 
will be so planned and constructed as to allow rooms for industrial training, 
and that the town will make a sufficient appropriation for that purpose.

We hoped to have been 
able to complete this building during the coming year, but 
unexpected delays will probably prevent its becoming avail- 
able before the school-year of 1888. The erection of the new 
primary-school house on Brookline Avenue, also authorized 
by the town during the past year, has begun, and will be 
pushed as rapidly as possible.

Note. —The Ward School house erected in 1855 was enlarged in 1857; 
moved to Pond Avenue and again enlarged in 1863, and further enlarged in 


1873. 

The joint special committee on this subject, composed of the 
Board of Selectmen and School Committee, have held frequent 
meetings during the year, and a statement of what has been 
done will appear in another place in the town report. The 
work of providing suitable and sufficient accommodations for 
the children of the town is by no means finished. Should 
the contemplated widening of Beacon Street be carried out, 
the Harvard School will necessarily be removed. A new 
location must be sought, and a new building provided. Ref- 
erence has already been made to the pressure now existing in 
the Longwood district. We recommend that the town con- 
tinue the special committee on this subject. 


The reports of different sub-committees and of the Super- 
intendent of Grammar and Primary Schools follow : —

High School. 


The teachers in the High School are the same as reported 
one year ago, except that Miss Deane closed her connection 
with the school in June last, as has been already mentioned. 
The number who graduated at the close of the school-year, 
together with those who have left to go into business-life, 
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since the last report, is somewhat more than usual; while 
the number who eutered, as reported by the principal in 
September last, is twenty-eight, or fourteen less than the 
previous year. It is gratifying to know that considerably 
more than the usual proportion of entrances were of those 
who begin their school-life in Brookline in this school. 
There are some now in attendance, also, who have received 
its diploma, but, by permission of the “Board, are taking 
studies not included in that course to which their time was 
given while in school. There are also a number taking a 
partial course; and the aim of the committee to open as 
wide a door as possible to those desiring to avail themselves, 
in any measure, of the privileges here offered, has been 
heartily supplemented by the teachers. The teachers and 
the High School committee now meet monthly) for consul 
tation. 

Of those who entered at the beginning of the praditt 
school-year, the principal reports that somewhat more than | 
half elected to take the classical course. Of the third class, 
not quite half decided to take German instead of French. 

Some shght changes have been made in the course of 
study, principally in consequence-of changes in the require- 
ments for entrance to college, and the consequent necessity 
of giving greater opportunities for the study of English 
Literature. The committee have endeavored to make this 
department as valuable as possible to those who can be in 
the school but a portion of the course. 

A feature of the year has been the introduction of military 
drill into the High School, to which exercise, quite recently, 
boys from the older grammar classes have also been admitted. 
The town having made a special appropriation for this object, 
Col. Charles E. Hapgood, an officer of experience and ability, 
was appointed Military Instructor, the necessary equipments 
were purchased, and a weekly drill has been instituted. ° 
While itis too early to pronounce unqualifiedly on the wis- 
dom of our course, we have as yet seen no reason to regret 
it. ‘The effect on the discipline of the school has been good, 
and we recommend an appropriation of three hundred dol- 
lars for its continuance another year. 
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The following table, compiled from former reports and 
records, shows the attendance, etc., on the High School, for 
the last twelve years : —

We append the report of the Principal of the school, and 
also that of the Military Instructor, as rendered to the Board. 
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Gentlemen of the School Committee : — 


The whole number of pupils connected with the High School since Feb. 
1, 1886, is 124; 118 were over fifteen years of age; 90 were enrolled the last 
POLIO bens «.« 

Of those who were graduated at the school last June, one is engaged 
successfully in teaching; others have gone into stores and counting-rooms; 
four entered college; another, discontinuing study for a year, will probably 
enter college next year; two entered the Institute of Technology. 

No reference is here made to those who took the preliminary examinations 
for admi-sion to college. Those who entered college did so after being in 
the school one year less than is contemplated by the course of study prepara- 
tory to college. Under favoring circumstances, a majority of our boys are 
prepared for college in four years; but for some an additional year is advis- 
able; and our course is adapted to the two cases, 

Of the pupils now in the school, twenty-four are fitting for colleges, and a 
good number for the Institute of Technology. One of the girls of the last 
graduating class entered Wellesley College, another entered Vassar College, 
and five or six of the girls now in school are fitting for college. 
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By direction of the sub-committee on High School, less attention is now 
given to physical geography, and much of the time heretofore given to that 
subject is now given to English literature. Four hours a week are now 
given to English literature by all the pupils during their first and second 
years in the school; though until the present year, those in the Latin section 
of the class attended to English literature but one hour a week. This 
change we believe to be a wise one, and in the direction approved by public 
sentiment. A larger acquaintance with. English literature, and a greater 
facility in English composition, are now required from year to year, for ad- 
mission to our best colleges. ; 

The introduction of German into our course of study, two years ago, was 
timely, and seems justified by the fact. that a large number of pupils elect it 
instead of French. At the beginning of the year, in September, when the 
third class were to begin French or German, by their own choice, the class 
was nearly equally divided in their preference for the two languages. 

Excellent and increased use is made of the school laboratory by the classes 
in natural philosophy and chemistry. Instruction in these departments is 
largely given by experiments, not, however, discarding the proper use of 
the text-book; and the pupils themselves, under the direction of the teacher, 
perform most of the experiments. They are taught to observe carefully all 
phenomena and changes, and then to draw their conclusions. They put 
their observations and conclusions in writing, which are thus submitted to 
their teacher. By this method we believe there is engendered in the pupils 
the spirit of scientific investigation, and they are also taught practically, the 
proper manner of conducting such investigation; they learn, also, how to 
invent and handle apparatus. We endeavor to carry our experimental work 
as far as the limited appliances of our building will allow. The Committee 
have adapted ‘to our needs, as far as they can, a house which was built about 
thirty years ago. 

By direction of the Committee, physivlogy and hygiene do not receive now 
so much attention, relatively, as formerly; yet they are taught as one of the 
regular departments of the school, and every class in its proper order re- 
ceives instruction from the text-book and by lectures. The requirements of 
the statutes in respect to this department, as well as the importance of the 
subject, are met by the teachers in the spirit of earnest effort and fidelity. 

The classes in drawing show increased interest, and are doing better work. 
This interest is, to some extent, manifested by the pupils desiring to stay ' 
and do work after school-hours. If a teacher meets a class of young pupils 
but one hour a week, it requires in her unusual earnestness and skill to 
awaken and keep up a real interest in their work. This the teacher in 
drawing seems to be doing. . 

Military drill was introduced into the school a few weeks before the end 
of the spring term, as an exercise for the boys once a week. Under the 
skilful direction of their instructor, the boys have certainly achieved very com- 
mendable proficiency in their evolutions, and in handling their guns. Their 
movements are. the more admirable when we consider how ill-adapted to 
their evolutions is the hall where thus far they have been compelled to 
raha U gba 

To specify the work in school done by the. classes respectively in their 
several departments, would be to repeat, in the main, what I reported to you 
of the classes a year ago. . 
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As nearly as I can, I will here state the amount of time per week given to 
the respective departments by the whole school, irrespective of classes. 
The school-hour is a little more than forty minutes: —

I beg leave to submit the following report of the Brookline High School 

Company, from Sept. 25 to date: — 
* The company numbers three officers, five sergeants, four corporals, and 
thirty privates, — an aggregate of forty-two. Theie have been twenty-one 
meetings for drill, at which the average attendance has been thirty-five, and 
the absentees have been reported by the first sergeant to principal. A part 
of the arms were delivered in October, and seven meetings, of an hour each, 
for drill of the officers and non-commissioned officers, in the manual of 
arms, were held at my house. Nov. 10 the balance of the arms were re- 
ceived, and put in the hands of the privates of the company, and instruc- 
tion in the manual commenced. The progress of the company has been 
entirely satisfactory; the interest and application of the entire command has 
been very marked. 

About the first of December the grammar-school boys, to the number of 
twenty-three, were admitted for elementary drill. Their progress has been 
very good indeed, considering the difficulty of having two classes in the hall 
at the same time. And this leads me to say, that the lower ball issno longer 
suited to the purposes of a drill-room, both on account of the size and the 
pillars, which prevent all movements in line. I respectfully recommend that 
the upper hall be secured for future meetings. 
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Agreeably to vour direction, thirty-three cadet breech-loading muskets | 
were ordered, and have been received and put in use. I respectfully recom- 
mend the purchase of seven more of the same arms, making forty in all, as 
they can be secured now; but I am informed that the stock of them is very 
small, and none are being made or will be made in future, as the govern- 
ment has discarded this pattern. 

I wish to say that the conduct of every officer and man of the command 
has been faultless, and the attention and application to duty leave nothing 
to be desired. 

I desire to express my high appreciation of the assistance given me by 
Capt. Whiting and Lieuts. Abbott and Baxter, as well as the sergeants and 
corporals, in the drill of the men in-the manual -of arms, as it is due to 
their efforts in the drilling of squads, that the ahaa pe position of the 
command has been attained.

Evening School. 


The Evening School began its sessions Monday, Nov. 
8, and has been open four nights in every week until the 
present time. The teachers ijn charge are the same as last 
season: Mr. Sherburne of the Pierce School, and Miss Mary 
O’ Hearne. . 

The whole number of pupils, of both sexes, registered, is 
sixty-three, but many of them came but few evenings. » 
Twenty have attended quite regularly, and have made fair 
progress in the studies pursued. It is hoped that in the 
arrangement of the new building about to be erected on 
Boylston Street, one or two rooms can be fitted with movable 
desks for the use of the Evening School. ‘These rooms could 
be utilized during the daytime for the teaching of some 
branch of manual industry to those pupils who attend the 
day-school, and with movable desks could easily be prepared 
for the sessions of an evening school. : 

If the above plan is carried out, it may still be best that 
the school for girls shall still hold its sessions in the High’ 
School building. ‘The Committee believe, that, if some plan 
similar to the one above outlined is put in force, the efficacy 
of the school will be greatly increased. 
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Kaamination Committee. 


As heretofore, the Primary Committee made a special 
examination of the Primary classes, in reading and numbers, 
with satisfactory results. There was a marked proficiency 
observable in the examinations of the Grammar classes, almost 
all the children attaining the standard necessary for promo- 
tion. The few who did not were not allowed to go on, but 
‘kept another year with the same class. There were the usual 
number of children who are incapable of doing the work; and 
these were allowed to be promoted, with the understanding 
that their averages should not affect the the general average 
of the class. While, of course, a promotion under such cir- 
cumstances is, in one sense, no promotion, yet when children 
attain a certain age and stature, there seems to be nothing 
else to do but to allow them to go on with a higher class and 
do the best they can, absorbing what benefit they may. As 
a whole, the attainments of the children in all the classes 
were most satisfactory.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF GRAMMAR 
AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Brookline. 


I respectfully submit the following report for your con- 
sideration : — | 

The past year has been one of average prosperity to the 
schools. At the opening of the term in September, there 
were several cases of scarlet-fever in the Ward and Lincoln 
districts, some of which proved fatal. With this exception, 
there has been no prevailing sickness to interrupt the work, 

The records of the grammar and primary schools show a 
membership of 1,490 pupils, as compared with 1,450 pupils 
a year ago. It will be remembered that each of sevéral 
teachers last year had an average of fifty or more pupils 
under her instruction. Since September we have occupied 
two more rooms, and have employed two additional teachers. 
This has relieved the crowded schools, and equalized the 
burden to some extent. All the rooms in the Lawrence 
and the Lincoln buildings are now occupied. There is one ~ 
vacant room at the Ward, and one at Longwood. 

It is well known to the Board that the room in the Pierce 
Primary building, occupied by the fifth and sixth grammar 
grades, was very crowded at the beginning of the term in 
September. The Classification Committee, to relieve that 
school, transferred sixteen pupils to the Lawrence School 
and six to the Boylston, and still there were fifty pupils left; 
and at no time since the transfer was made have there been 
fewer than forty-eight. There are now fifty-three pupils in 
that school. el 

Two or three weeks later on, the sixth class in the Law- . 
rence School, including the recent addition from the Pierce 
School, numbered upwards of fifty pupils; and it soon became ~ 
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necessary to transfer nine pupils residing east of Kent Street 
_ to the Longwood School. . 

It seems to me, in view of the rapidly increasing popula- 

tion in that section of the town from which the children 
naturally attend the Pierce, Lawrence, and Harvard schools, 
that measures should be taken without unnecessary delay 
for additional accommodations, which apparently will be 
needed in September, 1887. 
- The Harvard Primary School (two rooms) now has 83 
pupils, the Pierce Grammar and Primary (eight rooms) has 
360 pupils, the Lawrence School (four rooms) has 163 pupils ; 
making a total of fourteen rooms and 606 pupils, or an 
average of over 43 to a room. It may be said that a class 
of forty will graduate from the master’s room in the Pierce 
Grammar School next June, and that this will afford an 
opportunity for expansion in the lower classes. If so, then 
it ought also to be said, that, in all probability, a class of 
beginners considerably outnumbering the graduating class 
in the grammar school, will enter the lowest primary depart- 
ment in the autumn. There are now sixty-five children in 
Miss Draper’s class. It is true an assistant is employed, but 
the room is not properly arranged for two teachers, as the 
recitation-room connected therewith is quite small, with no 
convenience for heating anes through the door opening 
into the large room. 

On sanitary grounds alone it is desirable that this number 
of children should be gathered into two rooms, rather than 
to crowd so many into one room of that size. 

The following figures will show the increase of pupils in 
this group of schools for the last two years : — 


In January, 1885, there was a total of 524 pupils. 
In January, 1887, there was a total of 606 pupils. 
An increase of 82 pupils. 


If to this we add fifteen, the number transferred to the 
Longwood and Boylston schools, the total increase would be 
ninety-seven pupils.... 
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Co-operation of Parents. 


Parents should render such assistance as will tend to aid 
and strengthen the teacher in all reasonable demands upon 
the children. They should at least see that their children 
are as punctual and constant at school as their circumstances 
will allow. They should encourage a spirit of prompt and 
implicit obedience in their children while at school. They 
should refrain from unnecessary criticism of the actions and 
decisions of the teacher, based wholly upon representations 
made from the children’s standpoint. An interview with 
the teacher will sometimes be necessary to a full and com- 
plete knowledge of all facts bearing upon individual cases. 
In a word, the intelligent co-operation of the parents is essen- 
tial to the highest welfare and greatest efficiency of the 
schools, in the moral and intellectual education of the chil- 
dren. 

Another point of interest to the parents is this: A card 
showing the pupil’s deportment, and his standing in the 

_ studies pursued, is sent to the parent each month of the year, 
except August and September, for inspection and indorse- 
ment. Directly under the place for the parent’s signature, 
attention is called to the following information: ‘ All studies 
marked in red ink indicate a deficiency in such studies, and 
a general average in red ink is a warning that the pupil is 
likely to fail of promotion ;” and that our rules relating to 
classification “imply no obligation to continue a pupil when 
not able to do the work of the class.” In this connection, I 
wish to say that unsatisfactory scholarship for purposes of 
classification and promotion is not always the fault of the 
pupil, but rather his misfortune. If the pupil satisfies his 
teacher that he has been faithful to the extent of his ability, 
he should be subjected to no unnecessary humiliation. 

We have abundant and convincing evidence that very 
many parents examine these cards carefully, and they cer- 
tainly are justified in the conclusion that all is well so long 
as a card indicates satisfactory scholarship, regular attend- 
ance, and correct deportment. It is the custom of many 
parents to conter with the teacher when disappointed or 
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dissatisfied with results. A very few parents, I am sorry 
to say, appear indifferent as to progress, attendance, and 
behavior of their children.. 


Course of Study. 


The edition of the “Course of Study,’’ which was adopted 
in 1879, is nearly exhausted. I would recommend a revision 
of the course hitherto used, that we may incorporate the 
changes made, and that we may make such further modifica- 
tions as will better adapt it to our present wants.. Within 
a few years the Legislature has added some new subjects to 
the list of studies heretofore pursued. ‘They are either per- 
missive or mandatory. ‘They should be recognized. 

_ The question often arises, Can any subject hitherto pursued 
be dropped? Can any thing more be safely added? Can 
any subject be lightened by omitting unimportant details? 
We find among eminent educators an honest difference of 
opinion as to the relative value of certain studies. 

Gen. Walker, President of the Institute of fee singe 
and a member of the Boston School Committee, some months 
ago offered a resolution which was referred to the Committee 
on Examinations in that board. The preamble and resolution 
read as follows: — | 


'** WHEREAS, The study of so-called arithmetic in the grammar schools of 
this city, covers much ground which does not come within the proper scope 
of arithmetic, which is the art of numbers, no small part of the time and 
strength of the pupils being given to merely technical applications of arith- 
metical rules: and, Whereas, The exercises prescribed are often difficult 
beyond the best conditions of mental discipline, the problems set for the 
pupils being really exercises, not in arithmetic, but in logic, such as pertain 
to a period of life several years later; 

** Resolved, That the Committee on Examinations are requested to inquire 
and report whether it is not practicable to reduce and simplify the studies 
and exercises now prescribed under the head of arithmetic.”’ 


I have heard of no report from the committee to whom 
the matter was referred, but the questions in arithmetic, since 
presented by the Supervisors for examination of the classes, 
are quite simple in comparison with those of previous years. 

I wish to be understood as heartily and emphatically favor- 
ing the study of arithmetic and the higher mathematics, 
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which are calculated to develop the reasoning faculties as no 
other branches of study can. That the arithmetics contain 
much which is of little practical value, I think you will all 
admit. What it is desirable or wise to omit, may not be so 
evident. I would suggest that the following subjects, some 
of which are already excluded, may be omitted without in 
the least impairing the mental discipline which pupils ought 
to get from the study. 

I name them as they occur to me, without reference: to 
order of importance: circulating decimals; reduction of 
compound numbers to decimals of higher denominations, and 
vice versa; greatest common division of fractions; custom- 
house business; currencies; exchange, foreign and domestic ; 
gauging; tonnage of vessels; arithmetical and geometrical — 
progression ; fractional part one simple or compound number ~ 
is of another; fractions of compound numbers of lower to 
higher denominations, or the reverse; merchant’s rule, in dis- 
tinction from the United States rule, for partial payments ; 
Connecticut rule for partial payments; less work in compound 
numbers ; some phases of profit and loss ; duodecimals ; cube 
root and its applications; annuitiés at interest ; allegation ; 
permutation ; a portion of mensuration of solids. 

I do not wish to imply that the above subjects are of no — 
value; but some of them are beyond: the comprehension of 
most children under fifteen years of age, and others can readily 
be learned when needed for any specific purpose. 


Geography. 


It seems to me that some further reduction can be advan- 
tageously made in the time devoted to the study of geography. 

Too much time is spent in memorizing unimportant map 
questions. The important facts to be fixed in the memory 
are: position; shape; surface; water-systems; climate; pro- 
ductions, including mankind, animal, vegetable, and mineral ;. 
manufactures; commerce, including exports and imports; 
the location of a few of the great cities of the world, and the 
great commercial centres; political divisions; government 
and religion. Encyclopedias would furnish information on 
all\matters of detail when wanted, without taxing the memory - 
with much which may never be needed. -

Penmanship. 


For a year and a half no copy-books have been used in 
the grades below the first primary, and for the last term no 
copy-books in that class. This has been an experiment. The 
results demonstrate the fact that the quality of the penmanship 
depends mainly upon the care and ability of the individual 
teacher. Specimens of writing of all the schools and all the 
classes are in the Committee-room for inspection by any one 
who may desire to make an examination. Slates ruled to 
show the size and slope of the letters are used in all the 
classes in the primary schools; and in addition to slates, 
Manilla paper, ruled in the same manner, is used in all the 
primary grades except the two lowest. A hand-book of in- 
_ struction, and charts containing minute directions as to style, 
ete., are in the schoolrooms, and teachers are expected to 
follow the directions contained therein. If we are to secure 
the best results, the instruction must be systematic and 
methodical from the lowest to the highest class. . 

A close study of the schools under your care, taking 
into account the natural hinderances to progress in some, and 
the favorable opportunities in others, the methods used, skill 
in imparting instruction, tact, discipline, and general manage- 
ment, will reveal the fact that you have in your schools to- 
day many teachers of a high order, and some who are eminent 
in their particular line of work. 

I cheerfully bear testimonty to their earnestness, are 
fidelity, and their efficiency.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 


THE Assessors having completed their labors, beg to submit 
their annual report : — 

That which had been anticipated from the signs of the 
preceding year has been more than realized in the rapid 
growth of the town during the year past. The value of the 
real estate was found to be, on the Ist of May, $19,157,800, 
an increase over the previous year of $2,167,500; and of the 
personal estate $14,276,600, an increase of $1,809,200, —a 
total increase of $3,478,700. This does not include the cor- 
poration stocks owned in Brookline, the tax on which is col 
lected and paid over to us by the State, the amount of which 
is probably some $5,000,000 more. A large proportion of 
the increase in real estate is from the erection of elegant 
and costly dwellings which add much to the attractiveness 
and beauty of the town. ‘The advantages offered by Brook- 
line to those seeking for pleasant suburban residences, are 
becoming more widely appreciated every year, and the pres- 
ent indications all point to a still larger increase in the imme- 
diate future. 

The Assessors would respectfully suggest that the Board 
should be provided with a clerk, as their duties, already very 
arduous, are rapidly increasing. 

Herewith we present a condensed statement of the taxa- 
tion of the town, with a table of aggregates of expenditures, 
debt, valuation, and rate to the present time.
